Forces of Grant Will Trample 
It into the Dust. 


Claims of Burns’s Touts Only a 
Graveyard Whistle. 


Barnes Says He Did Not Suffer a 
Lapree of Memory and Had No 
Conversation With Barbour, 
Fight Will Not Last Long. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The man who drops into 
the middle of a melee of a political sort 
on a Sunday night is apt to conclude at 
first bitish that there isn’t much of a 
fight on after all, but when he begins 
to dig beneath the surface of calm, he 
discovers that that surface is not thick 
enough to hold the weight of a fly, even 
if it be a Sunday night calm, for under 
the quiet there are seething and boiling 
the elements of human passion, hope, 
revenge, selfishness and ambition, the 
resultant product being a very witch's 
broth in which the devil himself ap- 
pears to have put the ladle with his 
own red right hand. 

Sacramento has been freed all day of 
the touts and tusslers of the Burns 
entourage, but the late train came up 
from the region of the tenderloin in 
San Francisco tonight loaded to the 
last platform of the last car with a 
passenger list that had a breath on it 
which always precedes a dark brown 
taste in the morning the morning after. 
The motley gang which trains under 
the bummers’ banner of Dan Burns, is 
something worth going miles to see, as 
a specimen of the slums coming into 
le Opteminac slurimer may wit- 
ness the purlieus on parade. 

The race track has vomited its riff- 
raff into Sacramento to assist in boom- 
ing Burns, and when one meanders 
along the sidewalks he instinctively 
keeps his hand on his pocketbook, even 
though it contains not more than 30 
cents. The sphinxlike Daniel who 
wants to get into the lion’s den of the 
United States Senate, has attracted to 
himself here the atmosphere of the 
tout, the heeler and the political thug, 
in which he passes his existence, and, 
therefore, the breathing is not blissful 
to a man from the country who has 
just been traveling through a land 
made sweet by a recent rainstorm and 
fragrant with the newly-turned fur- 
rows of the San Joaquin plains. 

The gayety of nations and planets 
has been added to considerably in the 
last days, by an interview with States- 
man Estee of Napa, where the bottled 
soda water is shipped from, in which 
the great “mentioned” but unelected 
states in cold blood and with malice 
aforethoucht' that Dan Burns in 
thirteen different varieties of analogous 
light. or words to that effect—of course 
one can forgive Mr. Estee for doing 
this sort of thing, for it is to Daniel 
that he owes a monstrous debt for hav- 
ing nominated him. The aforesaid 
passé statesman from Napa in 1894, 
even if Dan was not adroit enough to 
prevent the counting out in San Fran- 
cisco of the man he assisted to a nomi- 
nation. when nobody else in the State 
wanted him. If Mr. Estea@ could not 
find a word to say for Burns, who 
could? At the same time, one cannot 
help feeling that in exacting this from 
his gubernatorial protégé of ’94, the 
manipulating Daniel has been guilty of 
cruelty to an animal. 

Another turn on the crank of inter- 
national and transoceanic crank of 
gayety has been given by the San 
Francisco Examiner's trot-out of Par- 
dee of Alameda as a Republican Sena- 
torial candidate. Of course, the yellow 
Hearstlet does not want Dr. Pardee 
elected to the Senate any more than a 
cat wants a collection of tails, but the 
bringing of him out may result in 
dividing the opposition vote to Burns 
still more than it is already, and thus 
may help along the nefarious cause of 
the Mexican tattooed colonel, who has 
so many different kinds of a record, 
When one considers the fact that Sena- 
tor Perkins lives in Oakland, and that 
Pardee lives in the same town, he be- 
gins to realize just how infernally 
funny the Examiner’s little joke is, and 
proceeds to hold his sides, the while 
he roars with laughter. 

The remark has been made in the 
Times about the peculiar attitude that 
the Southern Pacific kept newspapers, 
the Record Union of this city and the 
Post of San Francisco, find themselves 
in, in the Senatorial contest, in not 
having a candidate that they have the 
nerve to support, although both of 
them, of course, are for the impossible 
Burns, But the Record Union began to 
break a small crack in the ice this 
morning by reprinting from the Demo-

is about as full of logic as a toy bal- 
loon afloat in the air is full of scrap 
iron, The Mail's .defense of Burns 
consists in saying that if he has stolen 
a mine, defaulted to the State’s cash 
box or been the most notorious gam- 
bler in the State, that he is not the 
first man who has done all these things 
and that, therefore, he is plenty good 
enough for a Senator from any old 
State. 

It takes a journalistic prostitute like 
the Record-Union to be satisfied with 
logic of that sort and a Democratic 
sheet that wishes the destruction of the 
Republican party of the State, like the 
Mail, to give yoice to euch awful rot. 
To come down to a matter of brags 
tacks, the situation is precisely as has 
been shown in The Times for the past 
two weeks—the Senatorial fight is be- 
tween Grant and Burns, with Bulla 
holding fast without hope of success 
except to defeat the election of a Sen- 
ator from the South and to assist in | 
the election of the man from Mexico, 
who has a past. 

The entire efforts of the Southern 
Pacific gang in the South are being put 
forth to jolly Senator Bulla into the 
belief that he is going to fall heir to 
the Burns vote should it appear that 
Mr. Herrin’s man cannot reach, over- 
looking the fact that to be elected by 
Burns’s votes will besmirch the man 
to whom they are thrown. There is an 
opportunity, and a golden one, for Mr. 
Bulla to make a ten strike, and it may 
be made before it is everlastingly too 
late. We shall see. oe

Legisiators Brought "Em Back from 
Their Bay City Jaunt.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The return of the legis- 
lators from their jaunt to the Bay City 
was accompanied by a flock of all kinds 
of strange rumors. people 
assumed -an air of hilarty that con- 
trasted strangely with the demeanor 
of their following here during the past 
two days, and they endeavored to cre- 
ate the impression, which was dispelled 
by information from other quarters, 
that some great feat had been achieved 
by Mexican Dan’s henchmen. “We've 
got it hands down,’’ said Guy Barham, 
he of the forty-nine clean shirts and the 
glad hand. 

However, Guy’s little dice game with 
Ed Niles and Newspaper man Levings 
in the small hours the other morning, in 
‘which he cleaned out his companions 
and left them in the hole, is believed 
to have warped his judgment and made 
him over-sanguine. Burns himself says 
conditions have ‘‘crystallized,’’ which 
probably has some reference to gold 
quartz or quartz of gold. From 
the best information obtainable 
late tonight it would seem to require 
no great stretch of imagination to fancy 
Burns withdrawing. 

Morris M. Estee of perrenial fame is 
with us tonight. He was asked if he 
had come to Sacramento to: be 
“roasted” as a Senatorial candidate. 

“TI don’t want to be roasted, he said, 
“and I am not @ candidate. Don’t roast 
me.” 

And while he may get a few votes, he 
is not, seriously speaking, a candidate.

CANNOT LAND. 


News From Gen, Miller 
That Eilect. 


Situation at Iloilo Now More 
Critical Than Ever, 


Insurgents Threaten to Fire if 
the Americans Land. 


Say They Will Burn the Town and 
are Ready to Do So—lIloilo Will 
Be Taken by Force—Two Ameri- 
cans Stabbed—Conference, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Disquieting news from the 
Philippines, conveyed in a cable fre- 
ceived from Gen. Otis today, has 
greatly increased ‘the anxiety of the 
President and his Cabinet officers. Gen. 
Alger tonight characterizes the situa- 
tion as critical. While it might be us- 
ing language too strong if the situation 
were characterized as alarming, it cer- 
tainly is such as to cause grave appre- 
hension. 

Gen. Otis informed the War Depart- 
ment in his cable that a message from 
Gen. Miller, who is leading the Amer- 
ican forces at Iloilo, stated that he had 
been unable, up to Friday, to land any 
troops. What adds to the tension is 
the further statement of Gen. Miller 
that the insurgents have notified him 
that they will resort to forcible oppo- 
sition if he attempts to effect a land- 


Should the insurgents adhere to this 
expressed determination there will be 
bloodshed. In fact, it is unofficially re- 
ported here that the War Department 
has information indicating that already 
hostilities have so far extended as to 
cause the injury, if not death, of some 
of the Americans. While this cannot be 
confirmed officially, there is every rea- 
son to believe the situation is far worse 
than the War Department officials will 
admit for publication. 

Gen. Corbin declined to talk. It is 
known, however, that imperative orders 
have been sent to Gen. Otis to take 
Iloilo forcibly, if necessary, peaceably if 
possible, but to take it. The foreign 
residents are leaving in haste, taking 
their valuables, and it is said the in- 
surgents have prepared to burn the city 
if they find they cannot hold it against 
American arms. Gen. Otis will use his 
discretion, and will reinforce Gen. Mil- 
ler if he thinks it necessary. ~ 

In the cablegram from Gen, Otis it 
was stated that the insurgerits have in- 
formed Gen. Miller that they cannot 
give up Iloilo, for they are acting under 
orders of Aguinaldo in holding it at all 
costs. Replying to President McKin- 
ley’s proclamation, the Philippine in- 
surgents say they have battled for 
years to secure independence, and they 
purpose continuing the war until ‘their 
object is accomplished. He declares 
that the terms of the President's proc- 
lamation are in no sense satisfactory, 
and neither he nor his followers will 
accept them. 

Secretaries Alger and Long were at 
the White House and held a lengthy 
conference with the President late this 
afternoon. It is believed the situation 
was thoroughly discussed and the Pras- 
ident authorized Secretary Alger to 
send Gen. Otis instructions to take 
lloilo by any means that may be found 
necessary. It is certain the administra- 
tion will not temporize with the insur- 
gents to the extent of making it ap- 
pear that this government is not ready 
to carry out its plans. 


STREETS BARRICADED, 


Buildings Saturfted With Oil ana 
Foreigners Aboard Warships, 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—[ Exclusive Dijs- 
patch.] The Sun’s Manila cable says 


the steamship Butuan, which left Hoilo | 
on Friday has arrived. She reports that 
when she sailed the American troops 
under Gen. Miller were still aboard 
the transports on which they sailed 
from here, no attempt having been 
made to land them. 

The situation is extremely critical. 
At the last conference had by the in- 
surgents with Gen. Miller, the former 
intimated that the Filipinos would fire 
upon the Americans if they attempted 
to make a landing. 

Peaceable native residents who re- 


main in-the city are in a state of panic, 
fearing that the Americans will bom- 
bard the place. Business is entirely sus- 
pended. Barricades have been erected 
in the streets to impede the advance 
of the Americans if they land, and a 


large number of buildings have be 
saturated with kerosene, it being the 
intention to set fire to them if the 
Americans get a foothold in the town 

The foreign residents, anticipating 
fighting, sought refuge on the war 
ships in the’ harbor several days as 
They still remain aboard these ves- 
sels. The British cruiser Bonaventura 
and German cruiser Irene are in the 
harbor, Banks and many private indi- 
viduals have placed their funds aboard 
the warships for safety. 

Privates Silvey and Kirkpatrick of 
the Sixth United States Artillery, whil 
doing patrol duty in a small boat 
the harbor, were attacked by natives 
armed with knives. Both men were 
stabbed, Silvey sustaining mortal in- 
juries. 

NO SPANIARDS MASSACRED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HONGKONG, Jan. 8&.—According to 
statements of people who have just 
arrived here from the island of Bala- 
bac, south of the island of Palawan, 
there is no truth in the report that the 
Spaniards there have been massacred 
by the Filipinos. They say the story is 
an invention of priests to prejudice the 
Filipino cause, declaring also that ther: 
are not’ more than half a dozen Span- 
iards in the island and that all who 
have been killed fell in warfare. 

EUROPEANS RESPECTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

MADRID, Jan. 8.—Advices were 
ceived here today from a leading mer- 
chent at LTloilo to the effect that agri- 
cultural operations in the vicinity of 
Iloilo have not been interrupted and 
thet all the insurgents respect the Eu- 
ropeans, both at Iloilo and on the island 
of Negros. 


SITUATION CHANGED.

United States Troops Will Land at 
Cimara’s Island. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
MANILA, Jan. 8.—[By AsSiatic Cable-] 
Col. Potter, the special emissary of 
Gen. Otis: between Manila and Lioilo, 
arrived this afternoon with dispatches 
from the latter point. The situation 
when he left there was practically un- 
changed. The streets were barricaded, 
and it was reported that the principal 
buildings had been ‘‘kerosened,”’ the in- 
surgents having threatened to destroy 
the whole business section by fire at 
the first shot of bombardment. The 
banks were shipping treasure to the 
United States by the transport New- 
port and other vessels. The family of 
the American Vice-Consul has gone 
aboard the Newport. Col. Potter reports 
that President McKinley's proclamation 
had to be typewritten aboard ship, as 
the printers on shore declined to do 
the work, and when the text of the 
proclamation was read to them pridi- 
culed the notion that conciliation was 

possible. 

Privates Harry Silvey and Frank 
Kirkpatrick of the Sixth United States 
Artillery, while guardir water 
boat. were attacked by the natives of 
the crew. Private Silvey s skull was 
fractured, fatally, and Private Kirk- 
patrick fell overboard, but escaped with 
a flesh wound. 

The United States gunboat Para ar- 
rived at ITloilo on Friday and Col, Pot- 
ter reports that the United States 
troops will probably land on Cimara’s 
Island, about midway between the Isl- 
and of Panay and the Island of Ne- 
gros, where a cafp will beestablished. 
Both sides, Col. Potter says, have been 
impressing the local shipping for mili- 
tarv purposes. and the Francisco Reines 
had landed 550 natives.

“There were no preparations made for 
the receiving and: taking. care of the 
beef on shore. It had to be utiloaded by* 
lighters and thrown on the floor of the 
commissary stgrehouse until the troops 
called for it in open wagons.* It was 
before subjeeted to the worst possible 
usage in handling. It was frequently 
Twelve or eighteen hours off the ves- 
sel before being isaued. One issue to 
Capt. Hoppin was ‘over twenty-four 
hours in the storehousey Notwithstand- 
ing this, the meat was in good condi- 
tion. except pieces which had net been 
eufficiently protected but could be 
trimmed off with some loss. 

“IT inspected the refrigerator beef 
each morning before it was issued, and. 
know it was in good condition except 
as statéd above. Cases where it was re- 
jected were, I think due to the preju- 
dice arising from the appearance when 
out of the refrigerator a short time, and 
to the fact that it was known the beef 
had been a long time on the vessel in 
Porto Rico waters. 

“The officers, without exception, “to 
whom I spoke, condemned the use of 
the native beef, which had to be con- 
sumed the same day it was slaugh- 
tered.”’ 

Col. Smith also has the following to 
sav about rations for the soldiers: 

“IT further beg to call your attention 
to the fact that with the exception ef 
e0ap and candles for two or three days, 
there was never a time after my arrival 


when the main storehouse at Ponce 
could not issue the complete ration, 
fresh vegetables not included. These. 


spoiled so:rapidly that it was deemed 
best to commute the ration of them 
for several weeks, and give the troops 
the money value to buy other articles. 
Coarse salt was issued in lieu of fine 
On one or two occasions. 

“Commissary stores had been so un- 
Sytematically unloaded and stored at 
Ponce that it was hard to tell what ar- 
ticles were on hand in the island in 
sufficient quantities to provide for the 
wants of soldiers. 

“T further beg to call vour attention 
to the receipts, filed with my July and 
August returns in your office, from the 
commissary officers of each artillery, 
cavalry, and infantry command, which 
left Port Tampa for Porto Rico up to 
August 16 with sixty days’ rations. 
These receipts will show that complete 
rations were furnished to every vessel 
with the least exception of a small por- 
tion of fresh vegetables that it was 
well known could not keep sixty days. 


“I further state that about 10 a.m., 
October 10, on taking leave on Gen. 
Henry, commanding United States 
troops at Ponce, he 


requested me 
among other things to savy to the hon- 
orable Secretary of War on my arrival 
in Washington that the rations fur- 
nished to the troops in Porto Rico were 
abundant in quantity and excellent in 
quality.” 

Col. Smith was on duty at Ponce from 
August 25 until October 11, when he 
was ordered to Havana. 


AMERICAN CANNED BEEF. 


Scientific Experts Pronounce it the 
Very Best Produced.

Must Be Done at Onee and Property,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8&.—The War 
Department, division of customs and 
insular affairs, made public today a 
very full synopsis of the late Col. 
George A. Waring’s report of his visit 
to Havana under the special instruc- 
tions of the War Department, given 
him early last autumn, to thoroughly 
inspect the sanitary condition of the 
city. and to make such rec ymmenda- 
tions for the future improvement of the 
town as might be suggested by said 
inspection. 

Col. Waring says he found the street 
cleaning without adequate organization 
or funds. and the markets offensive and 
dangerously filthy for the distribution 
of human food with the exception of 
two, the Tacon and Colon markets. He 


also found the machinery used for 
sweeping the streets ineffective; the 
garbage being thrown into the streets 
in entire disregard of the ordinance to 
be set out in proper receptacles. The 


work of the contractor was all done in 
the latter part of the night and abso- 
lutely in the dark. Any obscure side- 
walks were freely used for purposes of 
defacation, and no attempt seemed to 
have been made to cover or remove the 
rubbish. 

Foul pools were found in the streets 
into which rubbish and fifth had been 
deposited, which the contractor was not 
required to clean. This filth was turned 
over to the buzzards. Some of the 
streets in the compact part of the city 
are paved with large stene blocks, oth- 
ers with Belgian blocks, and the re- 
mainder are unpaved. These streets are 
filled with dirty holes which, in turn. 
are fille? up’ with huge garbage. There 
is practically no sewerage. In many 
cases households connect their private 
vaults with loose brick or stone drains 
just under the pavement along their 
frontage. These allow the liquid filth 
to leak out into the ground close to the 
surface, enabling the householder to 
get out of much hiring of night scav- 
engers to bail out and carry away ac- 
cumulations. 

Slaughtering pens, while superficially 
clean, are brutally disgusting while the 
work is going on. Blood and offal are 
washed by copious floodings from the 
water supply into an adjoining creek 
and harbor reeking with putrid filth.’ 
There is no systematic disposal of garb- 


repeatedly by thorough and impartial 
tests conducted by scientific experts. 

“Some years ago, Dr. Atwater, pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, Middletown, Ct., began ex- 
tended investigations of the nutritive 
value of foods. Later this work was 
continued by the Department of Agri- 
culture with funds appropriated by 
Congress for the purpose, the investi- 
gations being assigned to the office of 
experiment stations and Prof. Atwater's 
services secured as special agent in 
charge.” 

In a communication to this depart- 
ment, Prof. Atwater says: 

“It is unfortunate that the public at 
large have so little appreciation of the 
nutritive value of canned meats. They 
are really cooked meats divested of the 
inedible portions, bone, gristle, ete., 
which are found in fresh meats. In 
the cooking and canning, which is of 
the nature of boiling rather than roast- 
ing, water is expelled, but the amount 
of nutritive material removed is very 
smell indeed, so that a pound of ordi- 
nary canned meats have on the average 
much more nutriment than the same 
meats have than the same weight of the 
fresh meat from which it is prepared. 
The removal of the bone and part of 
the water while no nutriment is taken 
away, leaves the meat in a less bulky 
and more concentrated form, so that 
pound for pound, the canned meat has 
a higher nutritive value than the fresh 
meat. In a large number of analyses 
of fresh and canned meats, collected 
at Chicago during the World’s Fair 
and in other parts of the country before 
and since that time and analyzed under 
my direction, the proportions of the 
nutritive ingredients in the canned 
meats have been found to be larger 
than in the ordinary fresh meats. This 
is especially true of the protein com- 
pounds which are used by the body to 
build up nitrogenous materials, as body, 
muscle and bone. Among the analyses 
referred to some of the largest propor- 
tions of protein were found in the 
boiled meats. Such prepared meats 
made of good material and properly 
canned, or otherwise preserved, are 
worthy of the very high esteem in 
which they have long been held.”

age and sweepings. It is deposited on 
the surface in and near the town where 
the buzzards feast upon it to their full 
satisfaction. Dead dogs, cats and 
chickens are left in the streets until 
the buzzards pick them -to the skele- 
ton. And, all this is done under an in- 
tense sun. 

Bad as these conditions are they are 
not comparable with the disgusting 


conditions of the domestic life. There 
are fewer than 20,000 houses in the 
city. Sixteen thousand are of 


story, two hundred of three-stories and 
a very few are of four stories, and 
none higher. At least twelve out of ev- 
ery thirteen of the inhabitants live in 
one-story houses, the total population 
being over $200,000. The average popu- 
lation of the houses is over ten. 

In all the compactly-built parts of the 
city the entire lot is covered with the 
house, there being one or two courts 
included in the building: In the bet- 
ter class of houses the entrance hall is 
quite commonly the standing room of 
the carriage. It opens into a parlor at 
its side and into the reception room at 
its rear. Beyond this is a court, then 
the dinig-room, then a smaller court, 
the kitchen, stable and private vault, 
practicaly all in one. Sleeping rooms 
are in the rear of the parlor, and at the 
side of the court, the dining-room. 

The conspicuous feature of every 
house is the private vault and some 
times a second vault for kitchen wastes. 
These vaults occupy a space practically 
under and almost in the kitchen. It is 
rare indeed, that these vaults have a 
ventilating pipe so that they belch forth 
mauseating odors throughout the 
house. which pervade the streets. Lest 
the conditions above set forth should 
fail to do their appointed work of de- 
struction, the broad marshes at the 
southerly edge of the harbor are at 
hand to furnish their quota of malaria. 
Into these marshes flow a number of 
water courses which bear upon their 
surface the off-scourings of a very 
poor quarter of the town, the effluents 
of the slaughtering-pens and other foul 
establishments, while a large portion 
of the flat is used as a dumping ground 
for garbage. 

The water supply of Havana, says 
Col. Waring, is of the purest and most 
excellent character. This, with the 
winds of the gulf save the city from be- 
ine absolutely and unqualifiediv bad. 
The city is a veritable plague spot. Its 
own people, largely immune though 
they are to yellow fever, which has

We cannot afford to wait until we 
have fed it and strengthened it with 
the lives of our people. The necessary 
reforms will call for costly works even 
now. But every month's delay will 
make them more costly and more im- 
perative. We can set about these re- 
forms now calmly and judiciously. La- 
ter, under the impulse of a panic, we 
should work at far greater disadvan- 
tage.”’ 

Col. Waring suggests the following 
improvements as absolutely essential 
to make Havana a healthy city: _ 

(1) Organize immediately a depart- 
ment of -publie cleaning under the ful] 
control of. a single commission, ex- 
perienced in the conduct of such work 
and with authority to do all that the oe. 
casion may require. This department 
Col. Waring urges, should have for its 
chief funetion the maintaining of a con- 
stant state of cleanliness in al] streets 
and public places, in all public build- 
ings and places of public resort and 
about the public markets and abbat- 
toirs. It should also control] the dls- 
posal of all wastes except sewerage by 
cremation and otherwise.

receive the liquid wastes of all houses 
of the main city as far as Belascoain. 
These sewers should serye separately 
the different districts into which the 
various slopes divide themselves,. and 
each should discharge directly into the 
gulf or into the harbor as the case may 
be. Before such discharge the effluent 
should be effectively clarified by one 
of the various well-known methods, so 
that it- would carry only its dissolved 
impurities. The amount of sea water 
lowing into and out of the harbor at 
each tide is about three thousand times 
that of a day’s discharge of the clari- 
fied sewerage of the harbor slope of 
the city, so that the dilution will be 
immediate and more than complete. 

(3) Fill up all the private and 
kitchen waste vaults @nd supply every 
house with an adequate water closet, 
connected with the public sewerage 
system. The closets 60 #£=furnished 
should be only what is adequate and 
necessary for the purposes now served 
by the -vaults. -Anything -beyond this 
to be put in by the householder under 
proper supervision at his own cost. 

(4) Pave or repave all the streets in 
the. best manner with asphalt. 

(5) Provide a completely-appointed 
abbattoir for large and small animals, 
ar sg for all the needs of the popu- 
ation, 

(6) Provide a suitable and sufficient 
incinerating furnace for the complete 
and inoffensive destruction of garbage 
and other refuse, including street 
sweepings; also of all dead animals, 
including horses and oxen. 

(7) Reclaim all the marshes, at least 
those between the Calzada de Viver and 
Regla, about five hundred acres, which 
will involve the care,of the drainage 
from about six hundred and fifty acres. 
This reclamation to be made after the 
“polder” method of Holland by dyking 
out the harbor and the water courses 
and moving the water by pumping. 

(8) Establishing an electric power 
plant snfficient for this pumping, for 
pumping sewerage where necessary and 
fer propelling the machinery of the ab- 
battoir, say 300-horse power in all. 

Col. Waring states that it is not pos- 
sible, from the data now available, to 
estimate the cost of all the work indi- 
cated above, more necessary than to 
say.that it will not exceed $10,000,000. 
It has been estimated, continues Col. 
Waring, that single epidemics intro- 
duced into the United States from Ha- 
vana have cost, in the Mississippi Val- 
ley alone, $100,000,000 in loss to in- 
dustries and to commerce aside from 
the loss of life, amounting in 1878 and 
1879 to 13,911, in addition to the enor- 
mous cost of the sickness of those who 
worked. Col Waring further states 
that, in his judgment, the complete exe- 
cution of the work above indicated 
would completely eradicate yellow fever 
from Havana for all time, would relieve 
it from the malarial which is now so 
fatal, and would reduce its normal 
death rate from its present high figures 
(not far from fifty per thousand) to 
about twenty per thousand. 

He says if these improvements are 
to be made there must be no delay and 
no half-way measures. All that is in- 
dicated must be done in the best and 
most complete manner, and it must all 
be done before June 1, 1899. If it is 
not all done there is every reason to 
fear that yellow fever will be rife in 
Havana next season, because of the 
large number of unprotected persons 
who would go there trusting to the 
efficiency of the partial carrying out of 
the work. The mortality of the city of 
Havana for the week ending October 6, 
1898, was 535, an annual rate of 139.36 
per thousand.

This recognition of the industrial re- 
lief fund. and the acceptance of its co- 
operation in the charities to be admin- 
istered by the War Department, will 
undoubtedly inspire the philanthropic 
public to furnish promptly all the 
money that can profitaby be used in 
equipping this work, with imple- 
ments. seeds. cattlé and all the indus- 
trial necessaries which the government 
has no legal means of providing. Rich- 
ard S. Howland of Providence, whose 
recent report of the results of his in- 
spection of conditions in Cuba has 
greatly stimulated government activity, 
has recommended the industrial relief 
plan as the best practical form of aid 
to the rural Cubans.

SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE. 


THREE LIVES LOST IN A HOTEL 
FIRE AT PITTSBURGH. 


Ualf Dozen Injured While Making 
Their Escape—At Least Six Lives 
Saved by a Traveling Salesman 
Who Had His Wits About Him, 
Light Pecuniary Loss. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


PITTSBURGH, Jan. 8—At a fire 
which broke out in the Hotel Richelieu 
at 3:15 this morning, three of the guests 
lost their lives and five people were 
badly hurt.

The fire originated on the second floor 
from an explosion of gas, and within a 
few minutes the building was a mass 
of flames and blinding smoke. The noise 
of the explosion awakened most of the 
guests, about twenty in number, and a 
frantic fight for life ensued. 

Robert N. Thompson of Kalaska, 
Mich.. a salesman for the Cadillac 
lumber Company, was the means of 
saving at least six lives. In the first 
moments after the explosion, he rushed 
into the hall of the second floor and 
stumbled over the unconscious form of 
a woman whom he dragged into the 
reception room. Five others, three men 
and two women, who had been turned 
back from the stairway by the flames, 
were shrieking and fighting for some 
exit. Thompson forced them all into the 
big room and locked the door. Know- 
ing that it meant death to go into the 
hall, he fought the desperate men back 
until the arrival of the firemen, when 
all were rescued. The pecuniary loss is 
but $15,000. 


FOR ASIATIC COMMERCE. 


GERMANY ABOUT TO INVEST MANY 
MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 


Lines of Modern Steamships to Be 
Established to Ply Between Ger- 
man Ports and Japan, China, 
Oceanica and Australia—Reach-. 
ing Out After Tradé Well Worth 
Having. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The great 
interest in Asiatic commerce which 
other nations, as well as the United 
States, are now feeling, is illustrated in 
a recent subsidy agreement made by 
the German government with the Lloyd 
Steamship Company, by which it pro- 
poses to pay more than $1,000,%0 a year 
for a fifteen-year term for the estab- 
lishment of steamship lines to ply be- 
tween its ports and those of Japan, 
China and Australia and certain ports 
of Oceanica. 

Four steamers are under this con- 
tract, to be built for the Chinese and 
Japanese service, to be of not less than 
6000 tons and those for the Australian 
line are to be not less than 5300 tons. 
All the ships are to be built in Ger- 


man yards and German material is to: 


be used as far as possible, all admiralty 
requirements to be carried out in them,, 
putting them into condition in which 
they can readily be utilized for war 
purposes when necessary. 

It is also announced that a Bremen 
firm intends to establish, with steamers 
now being built for that purpose, a 
steamship line on the Yang Tse Kiang 
in China, to ply between Shanghai and 
Hankow. By the aid of the line, which 
will connect with the subsidized lines 
running from Hamburg to Shanghai, 
German dealers and German interests 
will be in direct communication, not 
only with Shanghai, which has two- 
thirds of the import trade of China, but 
also with Hankow, one of the most im- 
portant commercial cities of China and 
having a population of about one mil- 
lion. It is now being connected with 
Peking by railroad. German exports to 
Asia and Oceanica have more than 
quadrupled in the decade ended in 1896.

Mourning a Princess in Southern 
Seas—Steamer San Jose Damaged.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 9.—Accord- 
ing to late advices from Dawson, the 
United States government will be called 
upon to relieve indigent miners in the 
Klond‘*ke. The Dawson Nugget, under 
date of December 7, says there is a 
strong movement on foot at Dawson to 
send a representative to Washington 
for the purpose of enlisting the United 
States government in the cause of nid- 
ing in remedying the great distress 
which prevails among the miners of the 
Yukon. The hospitals are overcrowded 
with indigents, and the iinances of 
those institutions will not allow of any 
more wholesale charity. 

The Yukon Council declares itself 
already out of funds to care for the 
indigent sick. Donations for the caring 
of the sick come in regularly, but in 
Bmall amounts, while at this present 
moment, nothing less than $9000 per 
month will come anywhere near taking 
ordinary care of the poor fellows with- 
out money or property. The dreaded 
scurvy has made its appearance, and 
none but those connected with the hos- 
pitals know of its extent. 

The fact is that the amount of dis- 
tress has outgrown the total charity 
of the place, and nothing less than 
§200,000 will relieve the distress of this 
winter. Food is here in plenty, but it 
takes money to buy it. A memorial will 
be sent to Washington, asking Con- 
gress to help. 


TETUA MARAMA DEAD. 


Southern Sea Islands in Mourning 
for a Beloved Princess. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. &.—The 
French mail boat Tropic Bird brings 
the news from Tahiti of the death at 
Papeete of Princess Tetua Marama, 
hereditary Princess of the islands. She 
was the daughter of the Princess Ariio- 
¢han, whose authority extended over 
ihe island of Morea and a number of 
districts in Tahiti. 

Princess Tetua was adopted by Queen 
Pomare, and when she grew up, she 
became a great vower in the southern 
seas. Atan early age she marmed Jchn 
Brander, a Scotchman, ly whom she 
had nine children. Srander was the 
head of the greatest commercial houses 
‘n the islands. After his death, she 
married George Darsie, also a Scotch- 
man. She was very popular, and a!l 
the southern islands are in mourning 
at her decease. 


Big Robbery at San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 8.—About 
midnight on Saturday an unknown man 
entered the telephone room of the old 
Louvre Café, under the Phelan Build- 
ing. robbed the safe in the place, which 
was not locked, and escaped without 
»xeing identified. He took a ‘tin box 
containing, besides a quantity of in- 
surance policies and other documents, 
900 shares of Champion Mining Com- 
pany’s stock valued at $15,000. and a 
promissory note for $6000, payable to 
Gustave Schwarz. The box and its con- 
‘ents were the property of Schwarz, 
who is one of the proprietors of the 
Louvre, The thief took the box to an- 
other room, where he opened it and 
abstracted its contents. The crime was 
not discovered until this morning. 


Alonzo M. Crim Missing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 8.—Alonzo 
M. Crim who, until recently, was sec- 
retary of the Sanger Lumber Company, 
nas mysteriously disappeared. He re- 
siened his position because of the 
closing of the San Francisco office of 
the company, and immediately became 
very despondent.

MOUNTAIN TOOK <A SLIDE INTO 
FRASER RIVER.

Country Flooded and Houses and 
Barns Carried Off by the Water. 
Strange Occurrence on Canadian 
Pacific Railroad—No Lives Lost 
So Far as Known. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—A Tribune special 
from Vancouver, B. C., says: 

“News was received here today of a 
tremendous landslide near Spence’s 
bridge, on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road. The recent thaw had the effect 
of loosening the sides of a small moun- 
tain which overhangs the Fraser River 
at that point. The mountain has long 
been an object of curiosity to travelers 
on account of its peculiar position, its 
flat summit extending a considerable 
distance over the river, which is narrow 
at that point. 

“Shortly after midnight last night, 
With a roar that. could be heard for 
a mile, fully a hundred acres of the hill, 
anywhere from twenty to fifty feet in 
depth, crashed into Fraser’. River, 
damning it completely and sending the 
water in torrents over the fertile Ni- 
cola Valley. The course of the river 
was changed completely. 

‘‘Now the Fraser, which, owing to the 
flat nature of the country, has grown 
into a broad, majestic, but. shallow 
stream, and is fully half a mile out of 
its course. The district is sparsely set- 
tled and no lives have been lost so far 
as is known. Barns and houses were 
caught in the flood and carried away, 
and thousands of acres of valuable land 
will never be reclaimed from the waters 
of the Fraser in its new course. 

“At the point where the masses of 
earth dammed the river, flat ice has 
gathered and raised high into the atr, 
forming an imposing and picturesque 
sight. The collapsed mountain presents 
a queer aspect. It looks as if dynamite 
had been discharged near its ragged 
summit.” 


GREAT BRITAIN’S ARMY. 


GOVERNMENT LOOKING AFPTER ITS 
MILITARY FORCE, 


Field Artillery Will Be Equipped 
With Rapid-fire Guns and Six 
Batteries Added—Getting Ahead 
of Russia, Which Has no Money. 
An Amusing Blunder. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Times’ London special 
savs that. after the nuvy, it is now the 
turn of the army to command public 
attention and support. ‘The government 
has decided to rearm the field artill- 
lery with quick-firing guns. These will 
be a modification of the Vickers-Maxim 
weapon. As fast as possible new guns 
will be substituted for the present ar- 


tillery, including an increase of six bat- 


teries, which have been determined 
uvon. In forthcoming estimates Par- 
liament will be asked for a large sum 
to meet this outlay. 

Soon, therefore, the military position 
of Russia. without quick-fiving artil- 
lery and without money to provide it. 
will be more marked than ever. A 
curious new department is about to be 
created at Aldershot, the adjutant- 
general having directed the principal 
medical officer to form a class of in- 
fantry noncommissioned officers for in- 
structions as chiropodists. 

Leith. which is a large town serving 
as the port of Edinburgh, was thrown 
into excitement this week by an amus- 
ing blunder of the local police, who 
posted a royal proclamation calling out 
the army reserve, militia and volun- 
teers. Everybody was in consterna- 
tion. Volunteers hurriedly left their oce 
cupationsand packed their kits.

The explanation is that the chief con- 
stable of every town was recently pro- 
vided with this proclamation, to be 
immediately posted on receipt of tele- 
graphic orders. The chief constable of 
Leith. not understanding instructions, 
posted it immediately. The incident is 
another proof of how imminent the gov- 
ernment regarded war as being.

“I did not read the letter signed by 
Mr. Cole, but of whose composition he 
was totally innocent, and Mr. 
took it away with him, and I hope he 
will preserve it ag a souvenir of the 
most stupid act of his life. I have 
no iH-will whatever toward Mr. Grant, 
I knew personally and loved and hon- 
ored his great father, and was known 
and esteemed by him. 

“Mr. Grant’s first dash into politi- 
cal life was at Sacramento two years 
ago at a convention to select delegates 
to the St. Louis convention which 
nominated McKinley. He was de- 
feated in advance of voting, but I 
yielded to the importunity of Mr. Dud- 
ley-of San Diego, and went on ihe 
stage, I reviewed the life and services 
of the great warrior and statesman, 
from Fort McHenry to Appomattox, 
and from Appomattox to his death at 
McGregors, and I begged the conven- 
tion to -suffer Ajm to go to the con- 
vention, where he would meet. his 
brother and the sons of Lincoln and 
Blaine. The speech produced a quick 
revulsion in his favor, and he was 
elected. That is the only harm I ever 
did to Ulvsses S. Grant, Jr. I made 
a mistake in speaking to Capt. Bar- 
bour, I admit, and one which I shall 
not again be guilty of. I have, un- 
fortunately, an energetic manner of 
speaking, which sometimes conveys 
more than I intend, but I had not then 
and have not now an evil, wish or un- 
friendly sentiment toward Mr. Grant.” 

RACE WILL BE SHORT. 

Concerning the Senatorial race, Gen. 
Barnes, in reply to a question, said: “I 
consider my canvass to be in a very 
favorable condition. I have some of 
the strongest men, intellectually, of 
both houses, with me, who will stay 
with me as long as I claim their al- 
legiance.

SCALP CLAIM-HOLDERS. 

Coyote scalp claim-holders are here 
in force, and an effort will be made to 
secure the passage of a bilf which can 
meet the approval of Gov. Gage. These 
claims have been the cause of much 
scandal and the bribery sensation of 
last session, which jis still fresh in 
mind. State Controller Colgan said to- 
night that there is a long list of honest 
claims on his books, and he thought the 
State should pay $287,000, the balance 
due on them. He said he had paid out 
$175,000 on them in the past and had en- 
deavored to get Gov. Budd to approve 
the bill for claims, and he did not pro- 
pese to go back on his record now and 
eppose the passage of the coyote bill, 
though he declared it out of his prov- 
ince to lobby for it. 

Senator Laird of Modoc, who had 
charge of the bill in the Assembly four 
years ago, said not a dollar should be 
spent to lobby the bill through. He had 
been approached four years ago by 
members of the San Francisco delega- 
tion for money to vote for the bill, but 
he refused to listen to them. 

It is understood that Bert Packard, 
the lobbyist who used money in con- 
nection with the bill two years ago, wll 
be shipped to Mexico or some other old 
place, and that the screen in the As- 
sembly chamber will be removed when 
the bill comes up. 

AN INTERESTING STORY. 

There is an interesting bit of gossip

According to instructions’ given 
Starter Caldwell recently at the Ingle- 
side track, San Francisco, the penalty 
on a jockey for breaking through the 
barrier the first time is $25, for a sec- 
ond break $25 additional, and for the 
third a suspension for the meeting. 
Horses breaking through two or more 
times will be barred for the rest of 
the meeting. 

The annual meeting of the New Eng- 
land Trotting Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion was held at Boston recently. The 
report of the officers showed that the 
net receipts of the grand circuit meet- 
ing were $16,000. The net loss of the 
breeders’ meeting was $1500 ,and the 
profits, over and above all expenses, 
were $6000. 


Football Championship. 


The Los Angeles High School's claim 
to the possession of the football cham- 
pionship of Southern California is dis- 
puted by the Santa Ana High School. 
H. W. Walker, manager of the Santa 
Ana High School Athletic Club, has 
written a letter to The Times in which 
he gays that on Christmas day, 1897, 
San Bernardino High School defeated 
the Los Angeles boys by 6 to 0. This 
year Los Angeles has refused to play 
San Bernardino, says Mr. Walker. On 
December 26 last, Santa Ana defeated 
San Bernardino, so now the Santa Ana 
boys dispute the local High School's 
boast of supremacy. 


Lore of the Trotters. 


“Griffin.” in Turf, Field and Farm, 
talks interestingly of the 2:10 trotters, 
which now number Ninety-three, of 
which number twenty are newcomers 
in 1898. He says: “Only five of the 
ninety-three horses made their records 
to the old-fashioned sulky. These are 
Sunol, 2:08%; Maud S., 2:08%; Palo 
Alto, 2:08%; Allerton, .2:09%, and Jay- 
Eve-See. 2:10. Nancy Hanks trotted in 
2:00. and Nelson in 2:10 to the  high- 
wheel. but both reduced their records 
later by the use of the other rig. 
Onlv seven animals have secured 
records of 2:10 or better to the high- 
wheel. That marvelous aid to speed, 
the bicvcle sulky, was introduced in 
the summer of 1892, and there never 
was an invention which so took the 
world by storm. It effected an almost 
complete change in vehicles for light 
harness racing within a few weeks. 
Making its appearance in’ July, by 
September high-wheel sulkies were as 
scarce on important tracks as_ hen'’s 
teeth. It is my belief that every record 
in the 2:10 list faster than the 2:08\% 
of Sunol, to say nothing of the 2:08% 
of Maud S.. and Palo Alto, is due 
chiefiv. if not solely, to the aid of the 
bicycle sulky. In other words, the 
speed of the trotter has not advanced 
in six vears: hence where is that two- 
minute fellow to come from? It is 
safe to say that no intelligent horse- 
man believes that the trotter lives who 
can beat 2:08% to high-wheel, and, for 
the rest of it. the low-wheel seems to 
have done its work and stopped 
nearly four seconds short of the two- 
minute mark. 


“It is of some “interest to note the 


proportion of records against time, as 
compared with records against other 
horses. in this importazEt class. There 
will ever be a feeling that a race record 
ranks a time record, other things be- 
ing equal. When trotters are recog- 
nized champions of their time, and 
none will enter against them, except 
farcically. in fwee-for-alls, it is right 
that thev should have a fair chance 
to show their extreme speed in the 
effort to beat the stubborn old scythe- 
bearer, whose regular and inevitable 
beats gauge the merit of light-harness 
horseflesh. Thus Alix, destitute of 
competitors, set the mark at 2:03%, in 
1894, Nancy Hanks at 2:04 in 1892, Sunol 
at 2:08% in 1891 and Maud S. at 2:08% 
in 1885. It is idle to attempt to be- 
little the value of such’ performances 
because they were made under 
watch. The reason for these brilliant 
performers Dlaying a lone hand was 
because each stood in a class by her- 
self at the time. All mares, by the way, 
and it is a notable fact that since 
Jay-Eve-See. August 1, 1894, first set 
the irottins record at 2:10, and Maud 
S. beat his. record the following day,

International Racing. 


W. E. D. Stokes makes a timely 
suggestion to the New York Morning 


‘Telegraph, which, if carried out by the 


Jockey Club, would no doubt add 
greatly to the popularity of racing in 
this country. Mr. Stokes thinks that 
in this era of expansion in America no 
time is ripe for a great international 
contest—with such conditions as will at- 
tract the best horses of England and 
Franee, ‘‘There seems to be an opinion 
among many foreign breeders,’ Mr. 
Stokes states, “that our American run- 
ning horses are good sprinters, but can- 
not stay- Holding to this view the offer- 
ing of a large purse for a race, say at 
three or four miles, would doubtless in- 
duce them to make the trip, and es- 
pecially if the entrance fee were made 
attractive, say not more than one-half 
that charged for American entries, with 


an allowance of five pounds to foreign | 


horses. 

“Such liberal conditions would un- 
doubtedly give foreign owners the feel- 
ing that in spite of the long journey 
and the variations of climate they 
weuld have an equal chance with the 
American horses to capture the purses. 
If such a race were considered I would 
bar all geldings. This would permit all 
to come free of customhouse duties 
under the act applyineyto ‘importation 
of animals for breeding purposes,’ and 
only the best would be sent. and they 
would be a great addition to our breed- 
ing interest if they should remain here, 
or they could come through the custom- 
house in bond like the Canadian horses 
that cross our border for races and 
then return,”

WALK, ins the Church of 
D Christ on Eighth street near Cen- 

tral avenue, yesterday morning 
read a portion of the first chapter of 
John's gospel, directing attention to the 
second clause of the fourth verse; ‘The 
life was the light of men.” 

“This is by far the most remarkable 
book in the sacred canon,’’ he said, The 
writer does not concern himself with 
any of the details which compose so 
large a part of. the eynoptics. There 
was no occasion for his so doing, as his 
object in writing was widely different 
from that of his predecessors. He takes 
but little note of the exterior, passing 
at once into the very holy of holies, 
amid whose solemnities, and in the light 
of the Shechinah, he could calmly 
meditate upon the subjective aspects 
of the work of Christ in the redemption 
of the race. With him Christ is both 
life and light, thus supplying the deep- 
est necessities of the human soul. And 
these two words furnish the key which 
unlocks the profound mysteries of his 
/gospel. Contemplated as an alien, man 
is in a state of death and darkness. Life 
and light are the antitheses of these, 
Life points to the invisible power of 
God working in the believer, by which 
he is transformed into the divine image 
and is made a partaker of the divine 
nature; while light refers to the out- 
ward manifestations of the life which 
is hid with Christ in God. The one is 
subjective, the other objective. 

“Jesus proclaims Himself as the light 
of the world. This is a tremendous 
claim. Could one who knew himeelf 
to be no more than man, innocently 
make it? ‘He that followeth me shall 
not walk in the darkness, but shall 
have the light of life.” Do the accom- 
plished facts justify this claim? Yes, 
unquestionably. What the sun isa to 
the material world, Jesus Christ is to 
the spiritual world.

Pessimists and Others. 
EV Cc. J. K. JONES preached yes- 
terday morning at the Church of the 
Unity, corner Third and Hill streets, 
on “Pessimists and Others.” He said, 
in part: 

“All thoughtful people find this world 
a good deal of an enigma, And to some 
people the more they learn the greater 
becomes the difficulty of explaining 
human conditions in a Satisfactory 
manner. They see and they feel the ap- 
parent contradictions in the conditions 
of life, as.the unobservant and the dull 
cannot perceive them. The main 
stacles to an easy-going and satisfy- 
ing religious faith on the part of many 
of the most intelligent and gentle-na- 
tured persons of culture arise becaus* 
of their sympathies. The causes of 
ethical culture, morals, and general hu- 
manitarian work enlist the cordial 
sympathies of these excellent people. So 
we ought not to condemn the men and 
women, who remain outside the church, 
as being bad in motive or in practice, 
because they cannot see things as we 
see them, or cannot believe as we bhe- 
lieve, and therefore remain outside 
the church fellowship. 

“In reviewing what pessimists, ma- 
terialists, agnostics and others of that 
tendency believe and teach that is con- 
trary to religious hope and faith, I do 
not for one moment impugf their mo- 
tives or characters. I simply question 
the correctness of their intellectual and 
moral judgments. I question not only 
whether or not it is good for men to 
believe as they do, supposing that 
neither they nor I can arive at what is 
absolutely true and right. 

“Pessimists are those persons who 
think this is an altogether evil world, 
andethe happenings herein are only 
modifications of evil. They say. prac- 
tically, the most of human efforts are 
failures. High ambitions, noble pur- 
poses, strenuous efforts for good, re- 
sult in disappointment more often than 
in succes, self-denial and self-sacrifice 
are seldom rewarded as they should be; 
i.e.. they fail to accomplish their pur- 
nose. The pessimist is a perpetual ‘bear’ 
in the market place of human hopes 
and joys. He discounts his own happi- 
ness because he knows it cannot lasi 
In a certain sense he is a fatalist. 
There are times when it is easy to be 
a pessimist. It does not require any 
genius to be a pessimist when suffer- 
ing and disaster overwhelm one. The 
pessimist would have us believe this is 
an accidental, @ chance world. It 
not. The entire universe, and we 
it. is an orderly evolution of an 
tellectual scheme or plan.

Not to love such a Savior is 
evidence of a dark and depraved heart, 
and convicts us of base ingratitude to 
our greatest possible benefactor. Not 
to love Christ is proof that we are not 
fit for heaven, for if we cannot love 
Jesus what is there in heaven that we 
can love? This is the final test of fit- 
ness for heaven. Not to love Christ «n- 
tails upon the soul the curse of Gad, for 
while God is love, He is also just, and 
love that ignores justice is) spurious.

Not to 
love the Lord Jesus Christ will damn 
the soul, and it ought to, for to reject 
Him is to spurn the only offer of salva- 
tion, and to trample underfoot the Son 
of God, and to count the blood of the 
covenant an unholy thing and to do 
daspite unto the spirit of grace.

dom of this world. Jesus said, ‘Ye jus- 
tify yourselves in the sight of men, bu€ 
God knoweth your hearts.’ Ye con- 
nive at Herod Antipas, whom John the 
taptist condemned as an adulterer and 
overthrow the law of God and morality 
by your teaching. Ye are thus unfit ta 
be rulers in the kingdom, which shall 
be taken away from you and given ta 
a nation bearing the fruits thereof.’ 
History records that the Gentiles took 
the kingdom from the Jews. 

“Some theologians lay much stress 
on the ‘great gulf fixed,’ believing it ta 
divide forever the destinies of men. But 
the very faet that character or thd 
moral and spiritual condition of men 
is the oceasion of the existence of tha 
gulf, places that gulf in this world, be- 
yond question. Men are separated in 
this life in differences of character, by 
a gulf where interchange of spiritual 
life is impossible, and which is as fixed 
as is the law of God, one tittle of which 
shall in no wise pass until all be ful- 
filled. 

“There is, then, not the slightest Ine 
timation of punishment for the future 
life, or that punishment is without end, 
In fact, the circumstances related go to 
show that Dives here learns the first 
lesson of Abraham's kingdom. He be-

One might suppose, from the tone of 
the article that things were already 
blue enough to this writer, without 
the necessity of putting on colored 
glasses. Then, again, there are fleas, 
and, worse than all, the climate 1s so 
enervating that we soon lose our 
energy. Here is what he says on that 
subject:

THE SALE OF POISONS. 

The frequent stories of poisoning 
which appear in the papers seem to 
indicate that American methods of 
conducting drug stores need some re- 
vision. The qualifications required 
of a druggist in this country and the 
regulations regurding the sale ot 
poisons are altogether too loose. 

In Europe they do these things dif- 
ferently—-and, in this case, better. 
The practice of pharmacy in Great 
Britain is regulated by law. It is un- 
lawful for a person to assume the 
title of chemist, druggist, pharmacist, 
or equivalent title, or to engage in the 
business of retailing, dispensing or 
compounding any drugs, medicines or 
medical preparations in which poisons 
are to any extent ingredients unless 
he shall have first passed certain 
prescribed examinations, and have 
been officially registered as a chemist 
or druggist. A list of poisons is 
enumerated in the statute, and spe- 
cial rules wre prescribed regarding 
their sale. It is unlawful to sell 
them unless the same is labeled with 
the name of the article, the word 
“‘poiscen,” and the name and address 
‘of the seller. 


j In Germany the law is still more 


strict in regard to the sale of poisons. 
It is about time that a little. more 
care should be exercised on the sub- 
ject in this country. 


THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 

While it is quite proper that there 
should: be no extravagance in appro- 
priating money for a California ex- 
hibit at the Paris exposition, yet, on 
the other hand, the fact should not be 
lost sight of that this State has 
profited vastly by the displays that 
have been made at similar shows. 
Many of us would be surprised could 
we reckon up the number of desira- 
ble settlers now in California whose 
attention was drawn to the State by 
an exhibit at some exposition. The 
big show at Paris will be an excep- 
tionally fine opportunity for Califor- 
nia to disclose what it can do. In 
regard to the matter of an appropria- 
tion for this purpose, the Mining and 
Scientific Press says: 

“About $150,000 could or should Be 
California’s proper public contribution 
from the State Legislature for appro- 
priate representation at the Paris ex- 
position; more might be necessary, 
but less would not be commensurate 


with the magnitude of the intereNXts 
involved. That amount, or 
amount, so spent should be _ looked 


upon as any first-class business es- 
tablishment would view an advertis- 
ing appropriation—as necessary and 
legitimate investment with view 
solely to its likelihood of producing 
satisfactory business returns.”

Spain,” the United States, it is said, 
has become a colonial and an Asiatic 
power, wherefore Russian 
and diplomatists should give their 
support to the French undertaking 
when it comes to seriously discussing 
the neutralization of the Panama 
Canal and placing it under the gen- 
eral control of European or American 
powers. The Russian paper says the 
Panama route would be more bene- 
ficial to Russia than the Nicaragua 
goute, 

It would be well for the United 
States to ascertain, through its — of- 
ficial representatives, what foundation 
there is for this somewhat §sensza- 
tional report. There is no doubt that 
the countries of continental Europe 
are becoming seriously jéalous of tha 
growing power of the United States; 
also that this jealousy would find 
more open expression, were it not for 
the respect which the United States 
has instilled into Europe, through the 


financiers.

To these remarks there should be 
made at least one exception—Great 
Britain. The nations of continental 
Europe are very anxious to: have us 
believe that the friendship of Eng- 
land for this country is entirely a 
selfish one, Even granting that thfs 
is so, it is as good as the iverage 
friendship existing “between busiiiéss 
men Whose interests are identical, and 
it is certainly a long way ahead of 
that dubious variety of friendship 
(hat has. been exhibited toward the 
tnited States by the powers of con- 


tinental Europe since the beginning 
of the Spanish war. 


CLEWS ON EXPANSION. 

Henry Clews is sound on the ques- 
tion Of so-called territorial expansion. 
Hie waxes quite eloquent and de- 
eidedly prophetic on the subject. He 
talks like a statesman rather than a 
hnancier, in effect as follows: 


“The countries which our posses- 
sions in the Pacific will open up to us 
as markets for produce ana@ manu- 
fuctured goods- will soon number 
hearly a thousand million people, or 
fully two-thirds of the entire inhabi- 
tants of the earth. Our teeming soil 
and Our great progress in discovery 
and invention of all labor-saving mMa- 
chinery, will enable us to supply the 
greater number of these people with 
everything they require as cheaply 
as they could be supplied by any 
other nation. The Philippines are 
absolutely necessary asa _ base of 
operations to enable us to supply the 
people controlling these immense 
markets peaceably with whatever 
they may choose to order on thie 
principle of open and fair competition, 
without any monopoly maintained at 
the cannon’s mouth and the point of 
the bayonet, as certain other nations 
would attempt to force a market for 
their goods. The ‘open door’ to the 
Orient will be our motto, and will 
inspire our manufacturers in their 
business to do the best they can, as 
‘Remember the Maine’ inspired our 
soldiers to free these territories, and 
will afford us a base to maintain an 
open door for the distribution of the 
greatest supply of the best of all 
kinds of goods that these down- 
trodden nations have ever enjoyed. 
This kind of commercial enterprise 
will raise the United States to a posi- 
tion of international importance in a 
few years which no _ other nation 
thought, before the war, they could 
attain in less than a century. 

“Some people speak of expansion 
and the possession of colonies as if 
they must necessarily imply imperial- 
ism: and an emperor. There is no 
such necessity. Outside possessions 
and territories can be more efficientiy 
managed by a republican form of guv- 
ernment than by an imperial form. 
This has been demonstrated through- 
out the world’s history. Things went 
well while the republics lasted, but 
when ambition led to the one-man 
power it generally ruined the nation. 
There is no reason to believe. that 
such a history of ruin would be re- 
peated in our republic. The circum- 
stances are different.” 


Some people say it would be no 
worse for California to elect Burns 
to the Senate than it was for New 
York to send John Morrissey to the 
House of Representatives. It is true 
that both men were gamblers, but 
there all similarity ends, for Morris- 
sey never handled other people's 
money that he did not account for. 
When the Southern ‘Pacific undertook 
to gobble up Goat Island, in the bay 
of San Francisco, John Morrissey was 
the man who threw himself into the 
breach and defeated it overwhelm- 
ingly. It was the home of his boy- 
hood’s friend, Tom Dowling, and fie 
resisted all approachés on the part 
of Huntington and _ lobbyists. 
John Morrissey was, if Roscoe Conk- 
ling was worthy of belief, a man who 
could not be bribed; and what fs 
mom, te never allowed another man 
to go to jail and be tried for an of- 
fense that he alone had committed. 


Much is being made of the fast run 
of the first train of the new govern- 
ment mail across the continent, which 
arrived in San Francisco on Thurs- 
day evening, having covered a_  dis- 
tance of 3345 miles, from New York, 
in 97 hours, 55 minutes. This is 
pretty good time, but it is still a long 
way behind the time made by the 
Special Jarrett and Palmer theatrical 
train, which, in 1876, made the run 
from New York to San Francisco in 
about three days and a half. With 
improved roadbeds, and an increasing 
demand for quick service, we may ex- 
pect before many years to see Los An- 
geles brought within three days’ 
journey of New York.

They are simply disturbers of 
the peace, and as such, on territory 
under the military authority of the 
United States, can be suppressed by 
that authority.

MYSTERY DEEP AS EVER. 


LITTLE PROGRESS MADE IN THE 
POISONING CASE, 


Miss Bates, the Trained Nurse, Tells 
All She. Knows About It to Capt. 


Supposed Signer of 
Miss Bates’s Story.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—No apparent 
progress was made today in the solu- 
tion of the mystery attached to the 
Adams poisoning case. Miss Bates, the 
trained nurse, who attended Henry C. 
Barnet, the Knickerbocker Club mermi- 
ber who is alleged to*have died from 
poisoning, called to see Capt. Mc- 
Cluskey today. 

According to Miss Bates’s statement, 
she was sent for by Dr. Henry B. Doug- 
las on November 1 last to take care of 
a case. She called at Dr. Douglas's of- 
fice.and was directed by him to go to 
the Knickerbocker Athletic Club to at- 
tend a diphtherta patient, a man. The 
patient had a sore throat and Dr. Doug- 
las came in the afternoon and gave di- 
rections for giving medicine and spray- 
ing the throat. The doctor also told 
her to admit no one to the patient’s 
room during his illness. She gave him 
medicine at different times and, refused 
io let any one see him. Many messages 
came to him, but they were answered 
by her over the telephone. 

“At different times,’’ the statement 
continued, “a gentleman having a room 
on the same floor in the club called to 
inquire for him and also sent him flow- 
ers. On Monday morning before he 
died (he died on Thursday, November 
10,) some flowers came to Mr. Barnet 
with a note. He was sleeping at the 
time. When he awoke I told him some 
flowers were there and also a note. He 
told me to read the note and I did so. 
After reading the note he closed his 
eyes and said: ‘I wonder how she knew 
I was ill?’ 

“After I had been there two or three 
days, Dr. Douglas asked if I had seen 
a box marked ‘cutnow.”’ I answered 
that I had and we found it on the 
dresser in the bathroom, and Dr. Doug- 
las took it away with him. He after- 
ward said it contained mercury. At 
the time of his death there were in the 
room Dr. Douglas, myself and Miss 
Jennie Callender, the other nurse. His 
brother had been there, too, but at the 
particular time he died he was not 
there. During Mr. Barnet’s entire ill- 
ness he was in such a condition as a 
man: suffering from diphtheria. At no 
time was I suspicious that his illness 
was due to any other cause. He was 
uncommunicative through all his ill- 
ness. I paid no attention to the sores 


| on his mouth and sprayed his throat.’ 


The most important part of the inter- 
view with the nurse is that which re- 
lates to the sending of the flowers to 
Barnet and the note which accompanied 
them. This is supposed to be the note 
signed ‘“‘Blanche,’’ about which so much 
has been written and about which there 
has been much speculation as to the 
identity of its sender. Capt. McCluskey 
now has this note in his possession. 
He will not permit it to be seen, or tell 
whether it is now in the hands of the 


handwriting experts. He would not 
admit that the note was signed 
“Blanche,” but when in discussing 


some point, one of his listeners asked 
if the note referrad to was the one 
signed Blanche, the captain replied in 
the affirmative. He quickly corrected 
himself, however. 

He said that Miss Bates could not 
recall the name of the woman who 
had sent flowers to Barnet at the club 
on two or three occasions.

ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF STEAMER 
MANCHESTER TRADER. 


Two Overdue Vessels Arrive Safely 
in Port in Nova Scotia—Terrible 
Gale Sweeping the Coast and 
Doing Damage to the Shipping. 
Two Ships Ashore in Newfound- 
land, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


HALIFAX (N. 8.,) Jan. 8.—The over= 
due Furness line steamers Manchester 
Trader and Damara, reached port to- 
day, the former arriving here, and the 
latter at St. Johns, N. F. A cable from 
St. Johns says the Damara had terrific 
weather, being twenty-three days out 
from Liverpool, but suffered no mate- 
rial damage, and all on hoard were 
well. The Manchester Trader was 19 
days out. She reports the most terrific 
weather ever encountered. She sailed 
from the other side for Halifax Decem- 
ber 19. 

The first heavy weather was Decem- 
ber 26. There was a strong northwest 
gale. On the night of the 28th the 
barometer fell to 28.50. On the 29th a 
break in the machinery occurred and 
the steamer was ‘hove to for four hours, 
The Cunarder Aurania was signalled, 
and offered assistance, which was de- 
clined. That was in lat. 49 deg. 28 min., 
N., long. 35 deg. 22 min. W. 

The 28th, 29th and 30th witnessed the 
heaviest weather of the voyage. The 
velocity of the wind was nearly 100 
miles an hour, tremendous seas broke 
over the steamer, smashing ventilators 
and rendering the weather-house inhab- 
itable. Small hand steering gear was 
located forward. 

The ship rolled heavily, and the en- 
gines racing and the smashing of the 
sea put the steering gear out of order 
twice. Once the steamer fell away in 
the trough of the sea, and the masses 
of water which rolled over her caused 
a fear that she would founder. The 
damage was repaired, and the steamer 
proved herself a magnificent sea boat. 
The weather began to moderate after 
January 2. No cold weather was ex- 
perienced untii crossing the banks. 

JTWO VESSELS ASHORE. 

ST. JOHNS (N. F.,) Jan. 8.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Anglion, London for Bos- 
ton, arrived today, towing the British 
steamer Hestia, twenty-four days out 
from Glasgow, in ballast for Baltimore. 

The Hestia encountered terrific 
weather crossing the Atlantic, and on 
Sunday last her tail shaft broke. Short- 
ly afterward the Anglion came along- 
side, stood by her for three days and 
nights, and then took her in tow. The 
Hestia was constantly swept by heavy 
seas and her upper works were almost 
battered to pieces. 

When the steamers anchored in the 
harbor today a severe gale was blow- 
ing. The Hestia drifted ashore on the 
south side of the harbor, striking stern 
on, in which position she still lies. Fhe 
Anglion endeavored to tow her off, but 
she also struck, though after hard ef- 
forts she got off. The gale is still rag- 
ing, accompanied by a blinding snow- 
storm. It is feared shipping in the 
harbor may suffer severely during the 
night.

Arizona will before many years be- 
come the greatest copper mining 
country in the world; at least that is 
the opinion of George Mitchell, super- 
intendent of the United Verde smelters, 
and it seems to be borne out by cir- 
cumstances. The enormous production 
of the big mines of that Territory has 
made them known throughout the 
world. and the high price of copper is 
turning the attention of capital in that 
direction. 


A correspondent of The Times liv- 
ing in North Pasadena complains that 
a gang of hoodlums, some of them sons 
of well-to-do parents, fill up on beer 
and whisky and make night hideous in 
the vicinity of North Fair Oaks ave- 
nue and Jefferson street, with loud and 
indecent language, ‘‘compelling ladies 
to take to the middle of the street or 
turn back altogether.’’ This is a re- 
markable condition of things to be 
permitted to exist in the vicinity of 
such a good temperance town as Pasa- 
dena. Let the prohibition limits’ be 
extended. 


SINKING THE MERRIMAC.” 


The Helsman Retells the Interesting 
Story. 


[Osborn W. Deigman in Popular 
Monthly:] At 3 o’clock all except the 
volunteer crew were ordered off, and 
we then made our second attempt for 
the entrance. It was cloudy and dark, 
and the vessel was headed north-north- 
east. The Spaniards had placed a fiash- 
light on the hill in the inner harbor, 
so that by steering straight for the 
light it would bring us directly in the 
entrance of the harbor—to our great 
advantage. 

“As we headed for the entrance we 
stripped off all clothing except a pajr 
of trunks: Lieut. Hobson had on a suit 
of underwear. We had each a life pre- 
server, belt with thirty-two rounds of 
ammunition, and a revolver. 

Ensign Powell of the New York, vol- 
unteered his services, and was to follow 
us in with a steam launch and pick 
us_ up. 

We arrived at the harbor entrance 
at 3:20, when the first shot was fired 
at us by the Spaniards. It came from 
our port bow, and struck the water on 
our starboad quarter, having passed 
over the bridge where Lieut. Hobson 
and myself were standing. The rush of 
wind from this shot carried away my 
cap. I knew the hour, because Lieut. 
Hobson came to the binnacle light at 
the compass and looked at Bis watch, 
which he had retained. He instructed 
me then to keep the vessel right in 
the middle of the entrance until fur- 
ther orders from him. 

The vessel was going at full speed 
at this time. The second shot that was 
fired carried away our stéering gear, 
but we were well into the entrance of 
the harbor. We did not fjnd this out, 
however, until we were in the narrow 
part of the channel, where Lieut. Hob- 
son wanted to sink the véssel. He then 
gave me the order to put the wheel hard 
aport, and I did so, lashing it, when I 
found she did not answer to the helm. 
Lieut. Hobson noticed this, and sent 
Charette down on deck to find out what 
was Wrong with the steering gear. Cha- 
rette returned and reported one of the 
rudder chains shot away. Lieut. Hob- 
gon then gave the signal to stop the 
engines, and for the firemen to open 
the sea valves and come up. 

All this time there was a constant fire 
from ‘both Moro and the western bhat- 
teyy side, the western battery giving

us the most trouble. There was also a 
heavy fire from Smith Cayo and from 
a Spanish warship in front. The effect 
of this heavy cross fire is indescribable. 
It seemed to me like all one roar and 
flash, and as though the heavens had 
opened and it was raining fire. The 
Spanish batteries Were within a ship's 
length, and by the light from the flash 
of their guns and exploding shells we 
could plainty distinguish objects from 
one end of the ship to the other. 

I lashed the wheel hard aport, and re- 
ported this duty performed. Lieut. 
Hobson said: “Very well; go down and 
explode your mine.” 

On the way down.J met Clausen, on 
the same mission, and he took one wire 
attached to the battery, and I the other. 
We joined them together and there was 
an explosion underneath that knocked 
us off our feet. After we had exploded 
the mine we went to the starboard side 
amidships, where it was arranged we 
were all to meet after having performed 
our duties. We were only there about 
& minute when Montague joined us, and 
in another minute or two. we were 
joined by Charette, Murphy, Phillips 
and Lieut. Hobson. We thought every- 
body wads there, but in an instant.a 
man’s form appeared coming around 
the corner of the deck-house.- Lieut. 
Hobson drew his revolver and covered 
him, for a moment not realizing who it 
might be. The man proved to be Kel- 


ey. 

Kelley shouted, in his broad Scotch 
way, “How long has this been going 
on? I thought it was the New York 
firing blank cartridges at us.’’ 

While he was approaching us he re- 
ceived a wound from a piece of an ex- 
ploded shell, which injured him slightly 
on his hip and cheek. 

We all lay on the deck, packed like 
sardines in a box, with shots flying 
about our heads, expecting every min- 
ute to be killed. Under these trying cir- 
cumstances Lieut. Hobson ordered us to 
remain where we were, instead of carry- 
ing out the original plan of taking to 
the boat, because exposure at this mo- 
ment above the rail would have meant 
certain death, the lights from the shore 
batteries making us easy targets. 

It was now about 3:40 o'clock, and we 
remained there about twenty minutes 
longer. Our vessel then gave a list to 
starboard, and we realized that she wus 
sinking. Lieut. Hobson, when he saw 
she was sinking, said: “Very good! 
They are helping us out; they are do- 
ing it for us.”” He also explained to us 
that the Spaniards would probably 
cease firing when she went down. At 
that time the water was pouring in 
over the starboard rail, coming down 
on us, when we scrambled to our feet 
and seized the rail to prevent being 
washed into the hold. The ship then 
gave a list to port, the water coming 
over our port rail, and just at this mv- 
ment we took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to scramble over the starboard 
rail, taking care not to expose ourselves 
above it too long. We all leaped over- 
board and swam for the catamaran, 
which was ficating near the ship's side. 
Just as we started for it the Merrimac 
Sank, and the suction drew us down 
with her under the water. 

As the Merrimac sank the Spaniards 
sent up a cheer, believing they had 
sunk some large war vessel. When 
I came to the surface I saw the cata- 
maran floating near me. and I at once 
made for it. Just as I reached it, it 
capsized and turned over, being at- 
tached to the Merrimac by the rope on 
top, thus causing it to turn bottom 
side up. Thus we were again drawn 
down under the water, and svhen-l 
came to the surface this time I did 
not see the catamaran nor any of my 
comrades. 

The heavy guns having ceased firing, 
I heard a voice, and I made for its di- 
rection, and found the rest of the crew 


clinging to the catamaran, with only 
their heads above the water. We were 


told to remain where we were, owing 
to the fact that the Spaniards on shore 
were now firing with rifles at every 
thing floating near and which resem- 
bled a man’s form. 

At this time the tide was coming in 
and carrying all the wreckage up the 
channel to the inner harbor, snd rad 
we cut loose the catamaran the Span- 
iards would have become suspicious, 
because it would then have been sep- 
arated from the wreckage anu been 
noticeable. There was a Spanish picket 
boat between us and: the wouter en- 
trance, and had we attempted to make 
oe | our fleet they would have picked us 
off. 

The launch, commanded by Ensign 
Powell, had been running back and 
forth outside of the entrance. We lay 
in this position until 6 o'clock, the 
Spaniards having ceased firing at about 
4:30. The water was cold, and we could 
scarcely speak, because of our teeth 
chattering. We had kept ourselves con- 
cealed as much as possible, but now it 
was broad daylight, and a steam launch 
approaching from the Reina Mercedes 
warned us that we were discovered.. 

Having heard so much about Span- 
ish “justice,’””’ when we saw the launch 
approach we expected to be shot. When 
they got within a ship’s length of us, 
the marines in the bow of the launch 
(about eight in number) covered us 
with their rifles. Thén it was that 
Lieut. Hobson said, in Spanish: ‘Is 
there an officer in the boat??’’ 

The reply came ‘“Yes.’’ 

Lieut. Hobson then said, surreh- 
der as prisoners of war.” An officer 
in the boat said, “Very well: swim to 
the launch, one at a time, and give up 
your arms.” 

Lieut. Hobsor swam for the launch 
and delivered his revolver. The rest 
of us, seeing that they took possession 
of his revolver, loosened our belts and 
permitted our weapons to sink, sooner 
than surrender them to the Spaniards. 
Then it was that we swam to the 
launch, one atatime. Being very weak 
and exhausted from being in the water 
so long, we had to be helped aboard 
the launch. ° 

After we had all gotten into the 
launch and under way for the Reina 
Mercedes, we heard firing from the 
Spanish batteries, and we afterward 
found out that they were firing at Hn- 
sign Powell's launch. He was still wait- 
ing to pick us up. Hhe firing was re- 
turned by our fleet, and the shells 
whistled over our heads while we were 
in the steam launch going to the Reina 
Mercedes. I afterward learned that 
Admiral Cervera himself was in com- 
mand of the launch which picked us’up,

Gen. Brooke regretted the resignation 
of this minister, for the general con- 
sidered him a good and efficient pub- 
lic servant. Blanco was succeeded as 
wecretary of the treasury by Dr. Coll 
y Toste. and with the purpose of 
learning what had been accomplished 
toward the cutting down of the very. 
hizh rate of taxation under which the 
people of Porto Rico have staggered 
for vears past, Dr. Coll was seen at 
his office in the building of La Dipu- 
tacion Provincional. 

Dr. Coll was installed as secretary 
of the treasury on November 16. 
Upon that date the insular treasuty 
held 76 cents in copper; $3.80 in Vene- 
zguelan gold, and about $900 in Ameri- 
can bank bills. 

It seems that it has been the custom 
in Porto Rico to maintain what is 
called a guarantee fund. This is a 
system of deposits to guarantee the 
faithful performance of both public and 
private contracts. Amounts to be 
thus deposited are regulated by certain 
laws and receipts are issued to de- 
positors by the insular treasury for the 
moneys thus received. Sums of moneys 
in litigation can also be attached and 
deposited in this same fund until such 
time as the courts render judgment 
concerning their rightful ownership. 
When this has been done the court is- 
@ues an order upon the treasury to 
pay back the money according to the 
decision it has reached. 

Dr. Coll was greatly surprised to find 
the insular treasury in such a depleted 
condition. He knew there should be 
at least several hundred thousand dol- 
lars deposited on account with this 
general guarantee fund, and he at 
once started an investigation to deter- 
riine what amount of money was miss- 
ing. From the various receipts issued 
by the treasury, already seen by Dr. 
Coll. he has learned that over 300,000 
pesos. about $200,000, is missing from 
this fund. and it is probable that the 
full amount which has been done away 
with amounts to nearly 500,000 pesos. 
His investigations are not as yet com- 
pleted. but he has no doubt but that 
he will discover documentary evidence 
of deposits up to this latter amount. 

This money was taken to Spain: of 
this no one has any doubt, It is gen- 
erally known that the late Capt.-Gen. 
Macias of Porto Rico delivered to the 
government at Madrid $1,000 pesos; and 
that the -Brigadier de.Marina Vallia- 
rino delivered to his government 46,000 
pesos which rightfully belonged to 
Porto Rico, and which was drawn from 
this guarantee fund. The fund also 
contained 42,000 pesos, which was the 
capital and totol reserve of a school 
teacher's pension fund. This money was 
contributed by the teachers of Porto 
Rico, and it is evident it should have 
been left in their hands that they, in 
their old age ad when entitled there- 
to. might enjoy the benefits and ad- 
vamtages which are their due. 

Macias took this 42,000 pesos to Spain, 
and it is understood that his excuse 
in; this matter was, that as the head- 
quarters and main office of the Protec- 
tive Society of Spanish Teachers was at 
Madrid. and as the Porto Rican branch 
was subjected to the rulings of this 
main office, the money should be re- 
turned there. No one believes the 
teachers will ever benefit by their own 
pension fund unless some definite and 
decisive action is taken in their behalf. 
Dr. Coll is collecting all the evidence 
he can concerning the matter above set 
down. and when, he has fully com- 
pleted this labor he will submit a report 
thereon to Maj.-Gen. Henry, recom- 
mending that claim be made upon the 
Madrid government for the restitution 
of these amounts. 

_ During Spain’s possession of Porto 
Rico the Spanish Bank of Porto. Rico, 
‘under contract to and protected by the 
insular government, collected from the 
people and paid over to the govern- 
ment all taxes and direct contributions. 
- contract with the Spanish bank 

erminated upon October 18 last, but it 
would seem upon investigation that 
they are much in arrears with certain 
payments: that there is strong evidence 
to show they have collected taxes and 
contributions from the people which 
they never turned over to Spain, Dur- 
dng the latter part of November. Dr. 
Coll forced this bank to pay into the 
treasury 20,000 pesos collected by them 
on account of taxes and revenues from 
government lands rented by individu- 
als, and it is his intention to force them 
to meet all their obligations. This bank 
is today in the position of the stew- 
ard who gives up his keys of office, but 
who will not give an accounting of 
the goods which have passed through 
his hands. 

Dr. Colf has expended some 33,009 
pesos since he assumed control of the 
treasury. all of which as been collected 
from old debtors to the government, 
20,000 pesos of which came from the 
Spanish Bank of Porto Rico. 

One of the principal contributions 
which have been abolished by the mili- 
tary authority in Porto Rico is known 
locally as derechos reales, in Spanish, 
royal dues in English. There was a 
crown contribution on all transfers of 
il] kinds of property. It ranged from 
one-half of 1 per cent. to 3 per cent 
ofthe value of the property transferred. 
and it brought to the crown of Spain 
some 148,000 pesos a year. Furthermore 
this office, that of the registrar-of deeds. 
= most corrupt. It cost one any- 

ere from 100,000 to 300,000 pesos to 
register a deed or conveyance, and this 
over and above all legitimate expenses 
and royal dues. The abolition of the 
royal dues and the installation of an 
honest registrar in place of the late 
incumbent has been a most excellent 
Rhing for the country at-large. 

* The taxes on personal passports have 
been taken off; this was a drain on 
men of slender means, and while it only 
Produced 31,000 a year for the State, its 
mbolition eases the people of the coun- 


try.

paper ctamped with certain seals and. 
which were sold by the govérnment it- 
self for its own. profit. This was a 
fruitful source of ineome, producing 
nearly 20,000 pesos yearly. — 

It has been Spain's custom to pre- 
vent fishing in all rivers and lakes of 
Porto Rico unless the fisherman paid 
a good round price for a license. Of 
course much fishing,.was done without 
a license because the government cquld 
not watch waterways sufficiently close 
to punish all offenders; still the meas- 
ure was a hardship for the poor man, 
and he is better off now that iM has 
been removed. Also a tax called the 
“territorial tax,’’ which amounted to o 
per cent on all agricultural productions, 
has heen removed, and in these two 
last mentioned acts one can see the 
Governor's purpose of lightening the 
burden for rich and poor alike. 

It is the purpose of Dr. Coll to pre- 
pare some statistics upon food con- 
sumption in Porto Rico and he will 
recommend to Gen. Henry that flour 
and dried meats be admitted from the 
United States without payment of duty. 
Dr. Coll will also recommend that ma- 
teria! for the clothing of the poorer 
classes and shoes for the country work- 
ers be admitted free of duty. He con- 
siders that the people ould be greatly 
benefited if a certain’ kind of pump 
which permits them easily to obtain 
rood water anywhere in the low lands 
sould be supplied at a reasonable cost, 
and he will recommend that these also 
be put upon the free list. His idea in 
these recommendations is to benefit the 
poor man and in this he will surely ftnd 
a willing chief in Gen. Henry. The com- 
manding general is fully aware of the 
aenemic, half-nourished condition of 
the poorer Porto Ricans, and he also 
realizes that men and women in this 
condition cannot make good citizens. He 
is disposed to do all in his power to 
aid them, and if he cannot get food 
to them at reasonable prices, prices 
at which they can buy it. he will seri- 
ously consider the advisability of issu- 
ing them rations until such time as 
proper and necessary nourishment are 
placed within their reach. 


KEEN, QUICK, BRIGHT. 


Porto Rican Business Man Knows 
People in a Second, 

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,). Dec. 11.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] The Porto Rican business man 
is of keen intelligence and of quick per- 
ceptions. His relations in the past have 
been largely with old established and 
reliable European concerns and today 
he is making comparisons between the 
“pioneers of American commerce,” Who, 
with baggage and sample trunk, are 
daily landing upon the shores of his 
island home, and the business men of 
the continent whom he has known in 
the past. The result of this keen 
serutiny and comparison is not over- 
whelmingly favorable to the American 


pioneer, it has, in fact, brought into 
life the old Spanish word buscones. 
Buscar, to hunt, to seek, buscones, 


hunters, seekers, adventurers, and some 
even say the term means cheats and 
pilferers. 

The Porto Rican is hard to fool. Be- 
cause his island is in a far away corner 
of the West Indies, the location of 
which thas only lately become known to 
the majority of Americans not in 
schools, and because he has _iived 
quietly at home and attended to the 
business and pleasures of a community 
of some 800,000 people, he is none the 
less a pretty good judge of men and 
manners. The Americans who are to- 
day in evidence upon this island have 
been weighed and found wanting. 

Commercially, we are making the 
same mistake here that we have al- 
ready made in another Latin-American 
country, and that has been to under- 
estimate the intelligence, the percep- 
tion and the culture of the business 
men thereof. 

As the Porto Ricanis quick to detect 
the roughness, the bad manners, the 
lack of courtesy, the deceptions and 
the guile of some of his recent visitors, 
so is he equally quick to perceive 
contrary qualities in others among 
them. On the first points he is, per- 
haps, over sensitve and may he 
said to fail in appreciation of the 
rough diamond. On the other hand, 
there are qualities present in the An- 
glo-Saxon gentleman of breeding that 
are as incomprehensible to the men 
of this capital as is the idea of cola 
and snow to the ignorant laborer of 
this tropical island. 

In the beginning, the Porto Rican 
overestimated us, and part of the 
awakening he is now experiencing is a 
natural reaction. In the hegining the 
word American stood for all that was 
best in the way of goverumMent, civili- 
zation. advancement, education, man- 
ners and commerce. Our country and 
its institutions was Jooked up to _ by 
the masses in a way that is difficuit 
to understand today. Americans 
fresh from the States were regarded as 
almost superior beings: when 
landed here before~ the war, the 
islanders invested us with a glamor of 
the wonders in Washington and New 
York that we had but recently gazed 
upon.- Anything and everything Ameri- 
can was considered to be preéminently 
the best of its kind. In the bhegin- 
nine our welcome was based upon 
these conceptions. It was thought that 
the passing of Spain and the ac- 
ceptance of the Stars and Stripes 
would carry with it some magical in- 
fluence from the great country up 
north, sufficient in itself to put an end 
to all that was unjust and wrong and 
to straighten out the affairs of this un- 
happy island as with fairy’s wand. 
From this unreal mental attitude there 
has come the consequential awakening, 
which has been furthered and forced 
to the other extreme by the represen- 
tatives of the United States who are 
now in evidenee in Porto Rico. 

The misbeheavior of the American 
troops came first. It was disappoint- 
ing to discover that the saviors of the 
country behaved with unmistakable 
rowdvism. this was hardly in accord- 
ance with preconceived ideas. But the 
misdemeanors seemed to continue, and 
although we found many staunch de- 
fenders. men and women too, who said 
that it was unfair to judge an army 
by the actions of some few of its sol- 
diers. and much more unjust to judge 
a people by volunteer goldiers re- 
eruited from the lower and _ worst 
Classes: that soldiers on a campaign 
were never Known their gen- 
tle manners. that things would 
soon be better, etc. talk of 
our undisciplined troops. prevailed 
in the local papers and examples of 
their misdoings were printed and re- 
peated by word of mouth. Some men 
reasoned that these actions were ‘in 
truth no fair criterion of a people; 
such men could perceive the self-re- 
specting men in the army. In a way 
that was pathetic because of its ill- 
concealed disappointment a well-known 
local paper argued for fair judgment 
and the refraining from hasty and un- 
just general criticism. Some natives 
Saw the matter in this light, but the 
majority did not: the majority judged 
the army and, the country by the acts 
of the few and the mal-renutation of 
our soldiers grew apace. The pendu- 
lum swung back too far in the other 
direction—this it a country anda 
language of exaggerated words—and 
the army got worse than it deserved. 
Still there was much truth in the man 
assertions. A gentleman of the writer’s 
acquaintance, a thirty-yéars’ resident 
of Ponge and a man of culture, educa- 
tion and much knowledge of our coun- 
try and Europe, said that he had lived 
in Porto Rico during many troubled 
years and under many modes of ad- 
ministration; that he had always 
avoided politics and attended quietly 
to his profession of doctor, and that 
during all his residence here life had 
not seemed impossible. But that now 
it did. In the t his family had al- 
ways n able to attend mass, to 


| walk on’ the Plaza of a Sunday. even- 


we. 
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ing and to sit out on their porch, 
which is on the second floor, without 
molestation of any kind from any one. 
Hut that now his daughters copld not 
even sit at their, own. windows without 
being. subjected to insults, much less 
go on the streets. Consequently his 
family were as prisoners within the 
walls of thetr own home, and it was 
his firm intention to remove himself 
and them to a country where such 
things did not prevafl. "Pories has been 
unfortunate in this re- 
spect, 
The Porto Riéan is no saint, far trom 
it indeed; he has his 
faults and vices, but the rowdyism of 
uncontrolled troops is particularly dis- 
tasteful and offensive to a people whdé 
are at least gentle. 

People here looked forward to a com- 
mercial revival and an influx of Amer. 
ioan capital to follow the army: there 
were rose-colored dreams as to what 
American business would do for the 
island. For these dreams we are not 
responsible. They were unreasonably 
exaggerated by the islanders them- 
selves and it is not our fault if we have 
not fulfilled their expectatioms. The 
capital will doubtless come by means 
of loan and trust companies and the 
business revival is retarded by fhe ex- 
isting tariffs. But the islander expected 
so much and today sees so little that his 
heart fails him and he cries, “my wn- 
happy country, what is thy future?” 
He has seen a number of Americane, all 
anxious to exploit him for all he. ts 
worth, and this instead of his dreams. 
Hie has been offered a varied assort- 
ment of cheap goods by loud-speaking 
drummers, who have come down de- 
claring they would show the ‘“dagos” 
how to hustle. Because 
tariffs and uncertainty concerning the 
money question, the Porto Rican has 
bought sparingly, and the drummer has 
gone home, declaring the island is no 
good. Beer, whisky and tobacco sellers 
have been the most fortunate; s¥me or- 
ders for these goods have been placéd 
and indefinite future contracts entered 
into. But the seekers abound, looking 
for chances. They have found it diffi- 
cult to obtain advantages from the gov- 
ernment and they have found Porto 
Ricans anxious to sell poor farms ‘for 
good prices. Many have gone back to 
the States in disgust, others are holding 
on, always waiting for some indefinite 
opportunity. 

This is how the Porto Rican sees us 
and he is a good judge of men and 
manners. This is the outcome of his 
exaggerated hopes and he is prone t® 
whimper like a child. First impressions 
are lasting, shattered idols are slow in 
reéstablishing themselves. The Porto 
ticon had no right to the idol, but he 
set it up and today it is crumbling. To 
the Porto Rican the result of the last 
three months is doubt. Doubt as to 
what future does really lie before this 
country, doubt as to what the /:meri-

PEACE AND TRANQUILITY. 
La Tribuna Answers Certain Alarm- 
ist Letters Ably and Fally. 
SAN JUAN (Porto Rico,) Dec. 12.— 
(Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] There have lately been pub- 
lished alarmist letters in American pa- 
pers concerning the existing condi- 
tions of affairs in Porto Rico, These 
letters create a wrong and misleading 
impression, and they have been ably 
answered in La Tribuna, of San Juan. 

The following is a free translation 
of what La Tribuna finds to say on 
this subject: 

“We had decided to pay no atten- 
tion to certain occurrences to which 
the press of Ponce has been giving con- 
siderable prominence. Their publication 
could not remedy the wrongs in ques- 
tion. it would only have added to thgir 
unfortunate influence and effect. But 
today we take the matter up, and with 
reason. 

“If it is true that certain crimes 
were committed in Porto Rico during 
the days immediately following the 
American possession of our country, it 
is also true that they sprang from old 
hatreds and long-existing vendettas. 

“When we decided to take up this 
work of publicity we invited our coun- 
trymen to send us all possible data 
and information concerning the wrong- 
doers, who were given such prominence. 
We now have this information, and it 
is the foundation for our present at- 
titude and statements. 

“We have seen the copy of a New 
York paper wherein is printed a letter 
concerning these asserted conditions. 
It would seem that a well-known and 
important business house of San Juan 
wrote a letter to Lawrence Turnure of 
the City Bank, which describes the so- 
cial disorder and derangement of Porto 
Rico. This letter discredits the Porto 
Ricans, attributing to them the worst 
characteristics of a savage and uncul- 
tured community. The letter further 
estimates the loss to the island result- 
ing. from incendiarism in the rural 
districts at 5,000,000 pesos (about $3,000,- 
000 gold.) 

“We have been righteously incensed 
at this unfair statement which proves 
to us that the same methods are today 
being employed to bring calumny and 
discredit upon this fair isle that were 
formerly resorted to in order to influ- 
ence the press and government of 
Syain for the same purpose. We, the 
journalists of Porto Rico, whose de- 
sire it is to further the prosperity and 
claim the just deserts of this maligned 
land. will not silently consent to the 
employment of eeh measures. 

“It is true that there did exist certain 
men who, under the mask of patriotism 
and with the idea of revenging them- 
selves for Spain’s harsh ways in the 
past, have committed crimes and repre- 
hensible deeds. But they have already 
ceased their wrong doing. The local 
press took up the matter of their dep- 
redations at the time and we were the 
first to call attention to the prevailing 
exaggeration concerning these doings. 
Between the actual facts and the rep- 
resentations “made in the letter ad- 
dressed to Lawrence Turnure, there is 
a vast difference. 

“The country has not lost 5,000,000 
pesos. This statement is a calumny 
and untrue. We will explain. 

“This country was oppressed and all 
the world knows this statement to be 
true. It was a systematic oppression 
that injured personal as well as general 
interests. Those who lived in the coun- 
try suffered thereby, as well as did 
those of us who resided in the cities. 
Porto Rico was weighted down by this 
oppression as by a millstone. 

“Then came armed intervention. The 
American army invaded Porto Rico and 
there came to the surface the worst 
passions of the country. That this al- 
ways happens in war time is well 
known. Some men sought the satis- 
faction of personal vengeance: others 
tried to settle old political hatreds. A 
violent commotion was started which 
grew from its inception. There fol- 
lowed occurrences which were most 
regrettable, which we deplore and 
which should have been punished. But 
in what country of the world, given the 
same circumstances, would the same 
thing not happen? 

“The local press took the matter up, 
censured the offenders, advised modera- 
tion, and the whole thing passed like 
a tempest of one day’s duration. To- 
day there is an end to it; the country- 
side is quiet; the farmer is at work and 
the community. is again at rest and 
as before. We are a good-hearted peo- 
ple and only in moments of intense ex- 
citement is it possible for us to break 
from the paths of peace and kindness 
that we justly claim to be our natural 
way of life. 

“It is the intention of the man who 
wrote that letter to Mr. Turnure to

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4UDDEN DEATH OF CITY TRUSTEE 
REYNOLD’S WIFE, 


Husband Summoned from Church to 
Find His Wife Dying—The Result 
of a Recent Accident—One Fatal 
Diphtheria Case—The Lamanda 
Robbery. 


PASADENA, Jan. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] City Trustee Henry G. Reynolds was 
called home from church this forenoon, to 
find his wife dying. She was past recogniz- 
ing him when he arrived. The shock to her 
family is very great, as Mrs. Reynolds was 
supposed to be recovering from the effects 
of her recent accident, and to be regaining 
her usual state of health. 

Of December 18 Mr. Reynolds's herse shied 
while he was driving with his wife in Al- 
hambra, their carriage was dashed against 
a tree, and both of them were thrown out. 
Mr. Reynolds was stunned and severely 
bruised. When he recovered himself he found 
his wife lying unconscious and severely in- 

red. She was carried to the home of a 
riend in Alhambra and remained there till 
December 24, when she was brought to her 
residence in this city, No. 449 North Madison 
avenue She had suffered an intense nervous 
shock and mysterious internal injuries. It 
was known, however, that her heart had been 
for some time affected, and great precautions 
were taken to save her from any excitement 
or exertion. Her strength rallied, and she 
seemed convalescent. This morning, when 
Mr. Reynolds and other members of the. fam- 


ily went to church, she seemed _ to be 
progressing well. She was about the house 
and in good spirits. 


About 11 o'clock she had a cHill. Sum- 
moning her sister and son, she complained of 
being deathly cold. They administered re- 
storatives, but they had no effect. A pallor 
came over her, and she exclaimed to her sis- 
ter: “I'm dying!"’ They placed her on her 
bed and sent for her husband and physician, 
but they arrived too late to be of any 
service to her. The doctor says that heart 
failure is the cause of her death. It is possi- 
ble that she suffered an internal hemorrhage, 
but that is not known. 

Mrs. Reynolds was born in Louisville, Ky., 
forty-cight years ago, and her maiden name 
was Frances Liewellyn. She had lived here 
five years and was the mother of seven chil- 
dren. Like her husband, she has been an 
active worker in All Saints’ Episcopal 
Church. Says one of her friends: “She 
sought out the poor, the sick and-the suffef- 
ing, and it was one of the strongest impulses 
of her life to minister unto them. Although 
she was one of the busiest and most efficient 
women of the city in charitable endeavor, 
she was unassuming, sought no recognition, 
and told not to her left hand what her right 
hand did.” 

The announcement of the funeral will be 
made later. The regular session of the City 
Trustees this week will be adjourned, out of 
respect to the dead. 


AN ANXIOUS HOUSEHOLD. 


There is great anxiety in the household of 
Mrs. M. J. Haddon, No. South Vernon 
avenue. tTicr eldest son, Herbert, aged 23, 
went to Manila in the hospital corps of the 
army August 27. One day last week Mrs.

Saying that young Haddon was dying of 
typhoid fever. The Haddons gave him up 
as lost yesterday, but in the afternoon they 
received a letter written in Herbert's own 
hand, saying he ha@ been confined to his 
bed for thirty-one days, but was improving 
and able to take milk. The two letters were 
dated at so nearly the same time that Mrs. 
Haddon cannot feel very sanguine as to her 
son's condition.

He contends 
that these utensils, so called, are of the same 
age as those found by Prof. Whitney under 
the great lava cap of Table Mountain, in 
Calaveras county, which are now reckoned 
among the oldest evidences of man on the 
Globe. If this theory can be fully verified 
(andthe doctor makes some strong points 
for it,) the relics have a great interest 
for all visitors, as well as for students of 
geology.

SANTA MONICA. 


Question of Fewer Saloons Develops 
Interesting Situation. 
SANTA MONICA, Jan. 8.—[Regular Corre- 


spondence. ] The question of having fewer 


saloons fs again the talk of the town. There 
are at present thirteen establishments for 
the amelioration of thirst in the city, and it 
is being urged that thé municipality might 
worry along if the number were cut in two.

-As a foundation for the 
report some newspaper clippings in which 
some suggestions along those lines were made 
were handed about, and the opposition was 
charged with their authorship, which charge 
had no foundation in fact. As a result of the 
circulation of that report, bolstered up by 
the matter in the newspaper clippings, a 
considerable number of votes are said to have 
been obtained for the present administration. 
It may be that the present administration 
should not be held responsible for the sup- 
port extended to it under such circumstances, 
but in spite of that fact something interest- 
ing is pretty sure to happen if the party in 
power goes very far in the way of making 
Santa Monica a dry town.

LOCAL-OPTION ORDINANCE LIKELY 
TO BE PASSED. 


A Climax Will Be Reached at the 
Next Regular Session of the 
Hoard ef Supervisors—Roth Ele. 
ments Hard at Work—Oxnard 
Newspaper. 


VENTURA, Jan. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The temperance question during the 
next five weeks will be discussed by the tem- 
perance and saloon eiements, culminating at 
the next regular session of the Board of 
Supervisors in February. 

At the recent election the following ques- 
tion was submitted bythe Board of Super- 
visors to the electors: “Shall the Board of 
Supervisors pass an ordinance prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in any Super- 
visor district in the county of Ventura?” This 
was not so comprehensive in form and de- 
tail as desired by the temperance element, 
but they were compelled to acquiesce in or- 
der that the question might be submitted. 
They had presented a mandatory petition 
containing 1900 signatures, which was thrown 
aside on a technicality. However, the tem- 
perance element was victorious by a majority 
of 17. After the official count was’ announced 
it was somewhat doubtitul whether so smail 
a majority would be interpreted by the Su- 
pervisors aS a popular mandate for a prohib- 
itory ordinance. 

However, representatives of both elements 
appeared before the board yesterday after- 
poon and argued the matter at great length. 
The temperance leaders presented many fig- 
ures to back up their arguments. According 
to the official count every district except 
Ventura was carried for local option. The 
four country precincts gave a majority of 153 
for local option, while the city of Ventura, 
over which the Supervisors have no jurisdic- 
tion, gave a majcrity of 166 against prohi- 
bition, the vote being, for, 189, and against. 
64. The total county vote was 3271; for local 
option, 1289, against, 1272, a total of 2561. The 
average vote on candidates was about 2900, 
— on State amendments it was only about 

Senator Orr, arguing for the saloon men, 
laid much stress upon the fact that $7000 to 
$8000 per year is paid into ‘the county treas- 
ury by the saloons in the country districts, 
and in view of the fact that the county funds 
are very low at present, and that it may be 
another dry year, the county could not afford 
to lose such an amount. He stated that the 
saloon men would attack any and every 
ordinance passed, thus causing to the county 
additional expense for litigation. 

The board voted yesterday to take the 
matter under advisement until next month's 
meeting. In the meantime the members will 
investigate and consult the District Attorney 
as to an ordinance, and the rights of those 
persons now holding a license. 

he temperance element claims that on a 
vote it will control a majority of the five 
members. The indications are favorable to 
the passage of a local option ordinance. 

There are about thirteen saloops in the 
rural districts, each paying annual license of 
$600 Most of these saloons are controlled by 
two leading wholesale liquor dealers of this 
eity.. In Ventura there are eleven saloons, 
which pay an annual license of $400 each into 
the town treasury.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


LAST NIGHT’S RAINFALL A BOON 
TO FARMERS. 


Will Be Worth Thousands of Dollars 
to Grain-growers Alone—Scenes 
of Activity Revived in Los Ala- 
mitos Beet-growing Section. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Last night's rainfall was a great boon 
to the farmers of Orange county. The precip- 
itation only amounted to about half an inch, 
but it came so gently and steadily that every 
drop of it went into the earth. It came just 
when it would do the most good, and will be 
worth thousands of dollars to the grain-grow- 
ers on the large ranches of the county. Ev- 
ery available foot of grain land on them will 
be in wheat and barley this season. A large 
area was plowed dry and sown early in the 
season, and the green which was started by 
last week's rain is just beginning to show 
above the ground. The ranchers have been 
working large forces since the last rain, sow- 
ing and harrowing grain into the moist earth, 
which last night's showers will soon start to 
growing. The situation has also been much 
improved through the bect-growing belt in 
the vicinity of the Los Alamitos sugar fac- 
tory. Farmers there have been plowing and 
preparing their land for planting since the 

rst of December, but were becoming dis- 


couraged at the lack-of rainfall and drougth } 


prospects following that of last season. Had 
the rain not come for a few weeks later some 
of them would have abandoned the idea of 
putting in a crop, packed up their household 
goods and gone to another part of the coun- 
try. Even half an ordinary rainfall for the 
remainder of the season: will make a beet 
crop, which will put the farmers in that vi- 
cinity on their feet again, and greatly improve 
the section of the county, as Many of them 
are planning to build. and otherwise improve 
their places. Much of the land is new, and 
will be in beets for the first time this spring. 

The sugar factory company has a force of 
men employed in putting in improved and 
faster machinery for the handling of the 
crop as rapidly as it matures. - . 

Stockmen have also been very mich re- 
lieved by the timely rainfall. It insures 
plenty of stock feed ‘in a few weeks. Grass 
on the ranges was just beginning to start 
from the last rain, and last night precipita- 
tion will bring it on rapidly.

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 8.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The most. intense indignation exists 
here among Republicans, and even Demo- 
crats, regarding the attack made upon U, 
S. Grant by Gov. Gage. The charge that 
Grant worked against Gage in this county is 
strenuously denied by the leading men in 
the party, by the managers of the campaign, 
and the closest friends of Gage. In spite of 
the repeated allegations of the opposition dur- 
ing the campaign, RepubsMcans here had 
every faith in Henry T. Gage, and worked 
like Trojans for his success. No man did 
more through his wide influence than U. §. 
Grant. 

One of the most prominent Republicans in

F. c. S. writes: Would you kindly 
inform me what would be the proper 
thing to do in a case Where a man, who 
owns an adjoining lot to me, has on ita 
barn which stands about ten incnes to 
a foot on my lot, refuses to vacate? 

If the barn has been thus standing 
during the period of the statute of lim- 
itations, the foot or ten inches of land 
it covers, belongs to your neighbor 
who built the barn on it. If otherwise 
and the structure is placed on a solid 
foundation so as to be accounted part 
of the soil, the foot or ten inches of 
barn projecting over the line and based 
on your lot belongs to you. At-any 
time within the period of the statute 
you can bring ejectment, and also re- 
cover whatever damage you can prove 
by means of the occupancy from the 
beginning.

The Peace Com- 
missioners at Paris refused to recognize 


‘this indebtedness upon the ground that 


the United States did not intend to ac- 
cept the sovereignty of Cuba. The 
Spanish commissioners replied to this 
that there could be no interrognum of 
sovereignty and claimed that the sov- 
ereignty would pass to the United 
States. The American commissioners 
claimed that the sovereignty would be 
transferred from Spain to the govern- 
ment of Cuba. Since the peace com- 
mission concluded their labors the sov- 
ereignty has been formerly transferred 
to the United States and not to Cuba, 
American troops were disciplined for 
waving the Cuban flag and the only 
transfer of sovereignty made was di- 
rectly to the United States. This un- 
der the doctrine of both the Spanish 
and American commissioners at Paris 
transferred the responsibility for this 
$400,000.000 to the United States. The

for the full amount. The liability of 
the United States in Porto Rico does 
not include the small issue of Porto 
Rican bonds and the only liability is a 
comparatively small one on account of 
the depredations committed not dissim- 
ilar in principle from the Indian depre- 
dations in the West. In the Philip- 
pines, having acquired the Philippines 
by purchase, in almost precisely the 


way that we acquired California by | 


purchase after vanquishing Mexico, our 
liabilities will include all of those mat- 
tera for which Spain would have been 
responsible had she been successful in 
her war with the United States and 
with the Philippine insurgents. This 
will include the damages to property 
by the insurgents, and may run to a 
considerable figure. While the rules of 
international law strictly interpreted 
ffix this liability: nations have by no 
means always paid for damages done 
by mobs. The insurgents in the Phil- 
ippines ag a question of law are gov- 
erned only by the rules which govern 
the action of the mob.. How far the 
United States will consider itself be und 
to pay thes wdamages is purely conjec- 
tural. In the case of the loyal people 
living in the South, Congress paid many 
millions of dojlars for damages done 
during the civil war, and this prin- 
ciple would cover the property of non- 
combatants in the Philippines. 


D. N.—I have a child in England 15 
vears of age whose grandfather was 
appointed its guardian five years ago, 
and who has kept the child there ever 
since. The child has an uncle in’ Eng- 
land who, if he could obtain possession 
of it, would let it come to me, which it 
is very anxious to do. Isthere any way 
to set aside the appointment of the 
guardian? 

Under the common law which pre- 
vails in England a guardian is not ap- 
pointed during the. minority of a child 
but only until it shall reach the age of 
14 years, when ‘tthe law allows it to 


choose its own guardian. Its uncle, by | 


taking very simple remedies, can en- 
force the right of selection on the part 
of the child and secure the guardian- 
ship. There is no necessity for setting 
aside the present guardianship, it can 
be terminated at any time by the, child 
itself.

BRB. O. P.—I drew some money out 
of bank and counted the money just 
outside of the door upon the steps. 
I was with two other men and finding 
the cash one hundred dollars short, I 
had them count it and they made it 


out the same that TI did. 1 immediately 
went back to the cashier accompanied 
by these two men, and told him of the 
shortage. He said that it was a strict 
rule of the bank that no mistakes would 
be corrected after the customer left 
the counter. Have I any remedy? 

All banks have this rule, and it is 
difficult to fix liability where the rule 
has not been complied with on account 
of the difficulty of proving the error. 
The customer of a bank, however, is 
not bound to lose his money by reason 
of this rule of the bank. If a check 
was given for $500 and only $400 was 
cashed the person presenting the 
check is entitled to $100 more no mat- 
ter what the rules of the bank may be 
A bank can make no rule under which 
$400 will pay a $500 check. In the case 
you mention you seem to have sufficient 
proof that there was an error made and 
if the jury believes that your claim is 
bona fide you will upon suit recover 
your $100, 


H. N. B.—As I was getting old and 
my wife was feeble, when my son mar- 
ried a few years ago, we deeded him 
our homestead with the verbal under- 
Standing that we were to have a home 
with him for the balance of our days 
The house, as we deeded it to my son 
wes worth about $2000. Being success- 
ful in business, he rebuilt the house and 
it is now worth $30,000. About a year 
azo my wife had a quarrel with my 
son’s wife which resulted in our being 
forced to leave the home and my son 
refuses to support us. Can we in any 
Way get the value of the home as it 
was when we gave it to our son? 

You cannot only get the value of your 
home, but you can get the home itself. 
notwithstanding the fact that there 
have heen extensive improvements 
made upon it. You can have the deed 
canceled upon account of the refusal 
te carry out the consideration and the 
cancellation of the deed will vest the 
title to the property, including the new 
house entirely in you. 


Y. H. G.—Some time ago I hecame 
engaged to be married, and the young 
man afterward refused to carry his 
agreement.

Points for Pasadena, 

“Our prohibition law is pretty thor- 
oughly prohibitory,”’ said a North 
Dakota man yesterday. “If a man 
wants to procure whisky he must apply 
to one of the State physicians, one of 
whom has an office at each county seat. 
The physician makes an examination 
and, if in his opinion the applicant 
needs the liquor, he gives him a cer- 
tificate on which one pint of it—no 
more, no less—may be purchased. The 
certificate must then be sent to the 
Governor of the State and be stamped 
with the seal of his office. Then the 
certificate is returned to the applicant, 
who may take it to a drug store and 
obtain a pint of whisky for $4.80. The 
next time he gets a pint of liquor he 
must go through the same proceeding. 
Violation of the law, which is incor- 
porated in the State Constitution, is 
made a felony. We now have eighteen 
mon in our State prison who are servy- 
ing terms for violations of that law.”

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


OIL STORAGE AND TRANSPORTA- 
‘TION COMPANY'S NAMES. 


Expects to Handle Fifty Per Cent. 
of the Los Angeles Prodaction. 
New Wells Going Down—The De 
Groot Well. 


The Oil Storage and Transportation 
Company. which may be termed the 
successor of the Oil Producers’ Trus- 
tees Association, has squarely settled 
down for business, Secretary Stras- 
burg states that the oil producets who 
have signed up with them, agreeing to 
sell their product through the agency 
of the company, represent fully oo 
per cent. of the present production of 
the Los Angeles field, and he is of the 
opinion that the company will soon 
have 50 per cent. of the production. 
That means that it will handle from 
30.000 to 35.000 barrels of oil a month. 
Oil delivered to the company will be 
placed in its storage tanks, at an 
agreed rate for storing, while it re- 
mains unsold, and a commission 
charged on the amount of the sale. All 
oil which has been delivered to the 
Oil Producers’ Trustees, and which re- 
mained unsold on January 1, was by 
agreement with the producers to whom 
it belonged, turned over for sale to the 
Oil Storage and Transportation Com- 
pany. and as it was already in the 
tanks of the latter, no transshipment 
was necessary. With the excepuion 
that the Oil Storage and Transportation 
Company will simply act as storers of 
oit and brokers for the sale of it, 
things will go along pretty much the 
same as in the days of the Oil Pro- 
ducers’ Trustees. 

Edward North is down 1050 feet in 
his well on Temple street, opposite 
Victor street. He is in water with 
some oil. and will keep on pumping to 
extract the water in the hope that 
when that is done he will get enough 
oil to keep the pump going. The re- 
s@ilts are not, however, sufficiently en- 
couraging to induce him to deepen the 
other two wells he has in that localit.y 

The Yukon Oil Company's new well 
keeps up its yield of about twenty bar- 
rels a day. Walter Young and Shaw 
are putting down a well near the cor- 
ner of Sixth street and Western avenue. 
They are now down 400 feet in it, and 
work on it is being watched with some 
interest. This well is situated in the 
direct line of the field, and if it proves 
productive will encourage the opening 
up of all the territory lying between 
Sixth street on the south and Third 
street on the north, and between Alva- 
rado street and Western avenue,,. an 
area of about one and a half miles in 
extent. 

Work on the De Groot well, near the 
1600-foot park limit. is being actively 
pursued. It is now stated that no ap- 
peal will be taken by residents in that 
section against Justice Morrison’s de- 
cision, but that an effort will be made 
to change the existing city ordinance. 
Residents will endeavor to have the 
limit extended, while De Groot and 


others interested in oil propertiés’ in 
that locality will try to have + 
limit reduced. It is also possibile 


that before the period of contention ar- 
rives Mr. De Groot will have satisfied 
himself that there is no oi) there, in 
which case matters will readily and 
pleasantly adjust themselves.

The Union Ojl Company is planning for 
the erection of another large tank at 
Ventura. The capacity of it will be 
30,000 barrels, and will be used for the 
oil from the Calleguas district.

Luis Oil Company, with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000, divided into 10,000 shares, 
of which amount $25,000 has been sub- 
scribed. The purpose, as stated in the 
articles of incorporation, is to bore for 
oil and carry on a general oil business, 
The directors are W. A. Rowland of 
Puente, H. J. Fleishman, G. J. Owens, 
Walter S. Maxwell, C, A. Barkerville, 
all of Los Angeles.
